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Disturbing the Peaceful 


THE UNITED STATES OF AMERICA is a land of peaceful 
dwelling places. Within its borders men and women 
have been able to live in security, free from the strife 
and wars that have swept over other lands from time 
to time throughout the years of its existence. Its na- 
tional history has exemplified our Lord’s appraisal 
that “‘when a strong man armed keepeth his palace, 
his goods are in peace” (Luke 11: 21). 

But although we are a peaceful nation hating war, 
we have nevertheless gone to war when the enemy 
has provoked us beyond endurance and threatened 
our national security through acts of aggression 
against weaker nations. Today the enemies of our 
race are again on the march and in their secret coun- 
sels they have already elected to make war against 
us. Because of our resources and tremendous produc- 
tion facilities, we have been the strong man armed, 
but the enemy expects, through extraordinary prep- 
aration, to be able to fulfill the second role our Lord 
mentioned in the same passage, “When a stronger 
than he shall come upon him, and overcome him, he 
taketh from him all his armour wherein he trusted, and 
divideth his spoils’’ (Luke 11: 22). 

Prophetically foretelling such a move on the part of 
the enemy, Ezekiel the Prophet declares our foe has 
said, ‘I will go up to the land of unwalled villages; I 
will go to them that are at rest, that dwell safely, all of 
them dwelling without’ walls, and having neither bars 
nor gates” (Ez. 38:11). Then follows the declared 
purpose of this planned attack, ‘To take a spoil, and 
to take a prey; to turn thine hand upon the desolate 
places that are now inhabited, and upon the people 
that are gathered out of the nations, which have got- 
ten cattle and goods, that dwell in the midst of the 
land” (Ez. 38: 12). 

Identifying the people who will be attacked, the 
Prophet states that they are the Merchants of Tarshish 
and all the young lions thereof. They are depicted as 
challenging the foe for gathering a great army to take 
a spoil and carry away silver, gold, cattle and goods. 
That there may be no question as to the identity of the 
Merchants of Tarshish and the young lions who are 
thus preyed upon, Ezekiel later declares they are 
God's people Israel (Ez. 38: 16) and that they are that 
part of Israel designated as the House of Israel (Ez. 
39: 22). Tarshish is further identified by the Prophet 





Isaiah as in the Isles of the Sea (Isa. 23: 6; 60: 9). 
Thus, it is modern Israel—the British Commonwealth 
of nations and the United States of America—against 
whom the foe is to move in the latter days (Ez. 38: 8). 

The enemy is identified as Gog of the land of 
Magog and chief prince of Meshech and is shown to be 
organizing a great confederacy by means of which 
they hope to become stronger than God’s people 
Israel. In Documentary Studies, Vol. I, pages 151- 
165, under the title, ‘Know Your Enemies,”’ the identi- 
fication marks are given which clearly show that Gog 
is Russia today and that Meshech is the present city of 
Moscow, the capital from which the great confederacy 
is being organized. 

Having identified the enemy, the Prophet proceeds 
to give the direction from which the attack will come 
upon modern Israel, “And thou shalt come from thy 
place out of the north parts’ (Ez. 38: 15). Previously 
Ezekiel had described the invasion of Palestine, but 
this attack from the north against modern Israel is 
declared by the Prophet to be the result of an evil 
thought that comes to mind in the midst of a global 
conflict, the preliminary moves of which will have 
already involved the Far and Middle East. 

In Documentary Studies, Vol. II, page 264, 
under the title, “The Coming Invasion of the United 
States,’”’ it is pointed out, ‘‘A study of the world map 
will show that the logical line of attack by Russia 
upon the United States would follow a course from 
Siberia to Alaska, south through Canada, striking at 
the center of our country.”’ Thus, the strong man armed 
—the United States of America—is in mortal danger 
of seeing its peace destroyed and the former security 
enjoyed in this land of opportunity pass away. An evil 
aggressor is strengthening himself for the all-out at- 
tack, hoping to be found stronger than the strong man 
in the coming test of military strength. 

In the face of this supreme threat to our national 
security and peace, it is well to remember that it will 
not be by the multiplicity of armaments, nor through 
preparedness alone, that we shall meet and defeat 
this diabolical foe bent upon our annihilation. Isaiah 
tells us, ‘In righteousness shalt thou be established.” 
Only by turning to God and His righteous laws can we 
hope to escape oppression and be delivered from the 
ever-recurring terrors of war and conquest.

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Israel! ‘To many folk, today, the 
true meaning of this lovely name is lost 
or obscured. The fallacy persists that 
the ancient Israel people were chosen 
by God as an object of favoritism. 
God’s choice of Israel still stands as a 
positive fact; yet there is no question 
of favoritism. The people of Israel 
were chosen for service. God called 
Israel to convey, to all mankind, the 
blessings of peace, happiness and true 
progress. While performing that serv- 
ice, God guaranteed to Israel the re- 
ward which every faithful servant 
should receive: the benevolence and 
protection of the Master. He placed 
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His own name upon them, for Israel 
means “‘a prince with God,” and He 
commanded them not to “take it in 
vain.”’ That they did take God’s name 
in vain — and so lost it — is a matter 
of history. That they will again carry 
it— to God’s honor and service — 
is clear from the Bible, and is the 
subject of our publication. 

Like the name Israel, Anglo-Saxon 
is a noble name when clearly under- 
stood. As here used it does not stand 
for the Nordic racial theory or for the 
exaltation of any nation. We exalt 
God, not man. And we recognize that 
all who are “born again” and believe 
in Jesus Christ, regardless of his or her 
race, will partake of the blessings of the 
Covenant. We emphasize the Anglo- 
Saxon-Israel fact, however, and thus 
make Israel’s identity clear, because it 
has been so grossly neglected and mis- 
understood in Bible teaching and is 
essential to an understanding of the 
prophecies and plan of God as con- 
tained in the Bible. 

We see in the Bible plain guidance 
for the spiritual life of the soul, for the 
moral order of society and for the eco- 
nomic process of community and na- 
tional well-being based on justice and 
equity. We find the moral order by 
which God intends to make obsolete 
the pagan order under which we still 
live.

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CRISIS IN KOREA 


THE RED JUGGERNAUT rolls on as one nation after another 
succumbs to its aggression. As the result of armed opposi- 
tion to the invasion of South Korea by an aggressor bent 
upon world conquest, the cold war has suddenly become 
hot. This grim crisis is significant, for it signals the begin- 
ning of the shooting phase of World War III. The twilight 
period of armed peace is rapidly fading into the dark 
shadows of the coming night as the events of the Great 
and Terrible Day of the Lord approach. This is the Day 
Amos was referring to when he declared: 


“Shall not the day of the Lord be darkness, and not light? Even 
very dark, and no brightness in it?” (Amos 5: 20.) 


Tension today grips the hearts of men who undertake 
to appraise the future from all standpoints, for they sense 
the rapid acceleration toward this coming time of great 
darkness. 

From the time that President Roosevelt undertook to 
placate Stalin, by handing peoples and countries over to 
him carte blanche, to the bungling of our Far Eastern 
policy affecting China by the present administration, the 
handling of our foreign policy relating to all areas of the 
world has been such that the ultimate clash of arms 
between the East and the West was bound to come. Even 
before World War II hostilities ended, Stalin began to 
plan war against us. With the fall of Mukden on October 
31, 1948, the turning point was reached in the Red 
invasion of China, making World War III inevitable. 
From the beginning of the conquest of China, the policy 
of the Kremlin seems to have been predicated upon the 
assumption that a state of war has existed between the 
East and the West. 

Sending troops into South Korea is only the beginning 
of the armed opposition that will have to be used to stop 
the expanding program of aggression being carried out 
step by step by Soviet Russia. These forces of unrighteous- 
ness will not be overcome by any policy based upon the 
assumption that the Kremlin can be stopped short of war. 
For America to undertake to oppose the Kremlin short of 
war will be to hand over world domination to Soviet 
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Russia. The sooner we face this fact the better it will be 
for all concerned and our nation will more rapidly and 
efficiently prepare for the inevitable conflict that lies be- 
fore us. 


THE PENDULUM SWINGS 


In Destiny FoR November 1949, under the title, ““The 
Swinging Pendulum,” attention was called to the fact 
that Russian-sponsored agitation has been moving from 
West to East and from East to West as the pendulum 
swings back and forth in a constant series of irritational 
incidents. Since that article was published we have wit- 
nessed this continuing swing along the extended arc of 
the Russian frontier as the Kremlin stirs up trouble, first 
in Berlin, then in China, then back to the West, and now 
in the Far East, with the crisis centering at present in 
Korea. It was stated in the words of Prof. C. A. L. Totten: 


*‘At times the balance of agitation swings from east to west as 
at the present moment, then back again, but never does Russia 
suffer the pendulum to come to rest upon the center of the arc, 
nor will she, until ready to detach it and give gravity its chance 
to act in an unexpected manner.” 


The center of that arc is shown to be the Caucasus 
region, with Iran as the focal point in a coming military 
drive by the Soviets toward Palestine. The major question 
now is, When will the pendulum come to rest at this vital 
point? Will the pendulum swing from the Far East back 
to Europe, perhaps affecting Germany, or is it now timed 
so that its next swing westward will bring it to rest at Iran? 

The latest reports indicate that Soviet Russia has already 
stepped up her pressure against the Iran government and 
thus the events of the days and weeks just ahead will bear 
very close watching. Of one thing we can be sure: the 
Kremlin will be compelled to move before she is fully 
ready. The question to be answered now is whether the 
developing resistance to her aggression in the Far East 
will be a factor compelling the Kremlin to make major 
military moves elsewhere along this periphery of her 
activities? It is very likely that she has already overstepped 
the mark that will prevent further delay in the coming 








major conflict, which fact may bring World War III into 
being ahead of her planned schedule. 


WIRES CROSSED 


A REPORTER at a Presidential press conference on June rst 
mentioned that a recent Gallup poll reported that a 
majority of the American people expected war in the next 
five years. Mr. Truman said he did not agree with this at 
all, adding that the world is closer to peace now than it 
has been for the last five years. 

Twenty-five days later the invasion of South Korea cata- 
pulted the United States into war. The question we would 
all like the answer to is why President Truman was so 
ill-informed when plans concerning the Korean invasion 
were well known to our intelligence services? General 
MacArthur himself warned our government long ago that 
the invasion was coming. 

According to the Gallup poll the American public was 
more alert to the dangerous situation confronting our na- 
tion than the President of the United States. Developments 
in Korea are proof that intuitively the public thinking was 
more accurate than the thinking of our national leaders 
in spite of the fact that they have behind-the-scenes in- 
formation the average citizen does not possess. 


THE DIVINE TOOLMAKER 


A BLACKSMITH who was a sincere Christian had been 
experiencing a great deal of personal trouble; in fact, the 
problems confronting him seemed to be insurmountable. 
Returning to his place of business on a Sunday afternoon 
where he could sit quietly and think things through un- 
disturbed, he queried the Lord as to why he was called 
upon to suffer so many trials. Before him as he pondered 
his problems was a scrap heap of discarded steel that had 
failed to take the proper temper for the tools he had tried 
to fashion out of it. In a flash the answer he sought came to 
him, for, being a toolmaker himself, he recognized the 
necessity to heat the steel in the fire and then plunge it 
into the water to cool it before it would attain the hardness 
that would make a tool fit for use. With the realization 
that the Lord was subjecting him to a tempering process 
by means of the difficulties he was experiencing, he ex- 
claimed, “O Lord, put me into the fire and plunge me 
into the water, but don’t throw me on the scrap heap.” 

The blacksmith had arrived at an understanding of a 
truth all Christians must learn, which is that it is im- 
possible to develop character, acquire patience and gain 
moral strength without meeting and overcoming dif- 
ficulties. The more important the tool, the greater is the 
heat needed in the tempering process so that, when 
finished, it will be able to perform that much more work. 
The Christian who is unable to endure much will not be 
able to perform great tasks in the service of His Lord. 
Those on the other hand who are destined to occupy 
important places in the Kingdom must expect to be 
subjected to a severe process of tempering in this life 
through tribulation and trouble. 

Because our correspondence reflects so much perplexity 
on the part of many who are experiencing difficulties and 
troubles, with seemingly insuperable problems facing them, 
we are reminded of Paul’s statement: 


“My son, despise not thou the chastening of the Lord, nor 
faint when thou art rebuked of him: For whom the Lord loveth 
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he chasteneth, and scourgeth every son whom he receiveth. If 
ye endure chastening, God dealeth with you as with sons; for 
what son is he whom the father chasteneth not? But if ye be 
without chastisement, whereof all are partakers, then are ye 
bastards, and not sons. Furthermore we have had fathers of our 
flesh which corrected us, and we gave them reverence: shall we 
not much rather be in subjection unto the Father of spirits, and 
live?” (Heb. 12: 5-9.) 


We have known of men and women who, because the 
way became difficult, turned away from God, blaming 
Him for their troubles and refusing to trust Him any 
longer. Under chastisement they questioned His justice, 
completely failing to recognize that such problems, and 
even severe troubles, are given to us for our profit as Paul 
states, “that we might be partakers of his holiness.” Paul 
continues by saying: 

“Discipline is never pleasant at the time; it is painful; but to 
those who are trained by it, it afterward yields the peace of 
character. So tighten your loosening hold! Stiffen your wavering 
stand! And keep your feet in straight paths, so that limbs that 
are lame may not be dislocated but instead be cured. Try to be 
at peace with everyone, and strive for that consecration without 
which no one can see the Lord.’’ (Heb. 12: 11-14, Smith and Good- 
speed Trans.) 


Men and women can, by deliberately rebelling, walk 
out of the way in which the Lord would lead them if, 
under chastisement, they turn against Him. God will then 
withdraw His mercy from them and, although life for a 
time may become easy, the end is far from pleasant. When 
speaking of David’s posterity, the Lord said: 


“I will be his father, and he shall be my son. If he commit 
iniquity, I will chasten him with the rod of men, and with the 
stripes of the children of men: But my mercy shall not depart 
away from him, as I took it from Saul, whom I put away before 
thee.’’ (II Sam. 7: 14-15.) 


In which class do you prefer to be numbered? Will you 
remain under discipline from the Lord that at times may 
be hard to bear or will you turn your back on Him, blam- 
ing Him for your troubles, and risk having His mercy 
taken away as He took it away from Saul, of whom it was 
said when life was about to end for him: 


**And when Saul enquired of the Lord, the Lord answered him 
not, neither by dreams, nor by Urim, nor by prophets.” (I Sam. 
28: 6.) 


No response! The man who turns against God finds 
only silence when he appeals to Him in time of need since 
God’s mercy will have departed from him, ‘‘For the way- 
wardness of the simple shall slay them, And the compla- 
cency of fools shall destroy them; While he who listens 
to me shall live in security, And shall enjoy peace of mind 
unruffled by dread of evil” (Prov. 1: 32-33, Smith and 
Goodspeed Trans.). 


PROGRESS OR APOSTASY? 


IN AN ISSUE of the Tavern News a report was carried of a 
minister who expressed the idea that more tavern men 
should attend the more broad-minded and “truly Chris- 
tian” church services. He went on to say: 


“Too many tavern boys feel that all churches are Pharisee 
churches. Far from it. Maybe all the tavern keepers in your town 
would like to set aside at least one day a year to attend church 
in a group to hear a suitable sermon. Many lodges and clubs do. 
Naturally, going to the right church hurts nobody, and the news- 
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paper of your town surely would rate it a page one story. It isn’t 
inferred that tavern keepers do not attend church. The suggestion 
here is that they might all want to go together on occasion.” 


Commenting on this suggestion, The National Voice called 
this kind of “‘broad-mindedness” the worse curse of the 
church today and said in part: 


“When a church becomes so ‘broad-minded?’ that it no longer 
preaches against sin and no longer denounces smoking and drink- 
ing for the terrible evils that they are, it is surely not living up to 
its full responsibility. 

“When a church becomes so ‘broad-minded’ as to take into its 
membership cocktail drinkers, cigarette smokers, users of pro- 
fanity, and practically anyone else who is willing to put his name 
on a card and shake hands with the preacher, something is 
wrong. 

“And, when a church becomes so ‘broad-minded’ that it can 
provide rum-sellers with such ‘suitable sermons’ that they feel 
perfectly at home in the sacred edifice, such a church no longer 
deserves the name Christian.”’ 


Every man who goes to church should hear something 
that is good for his soul’s welfare and a saloon keeper in 
church is as much entitled to hear the truth as anyone else 
in the congregation. The Word of the Lord does not over- 
look saloon keepers and, if they should attend church in a 
body, the Scriptures are prepared to furnish the texts from 
which truly appropriate sermons may be preached. Among 
these would be Habakkuk 2:15: “Woe unto him that 
giveth his neighbour drink, that puttest thy bottle to him, 
and makest him drunken.” A text might be taken from I 
Corinthians 6: g-10: “Know ye not that the unrighteous 
shall not inherit the kingdom of God? . . . Nor thieves, 
nor covetous, nor drunkards.’”? Matthew 7: 16 would also 
furnish a timely topic: ““Ye shall know them by their fruits. 
Do men gather grapes of thorns, or figs of thistles?”’ 

Of course no such topic would be selected as suitable 
by the minister who suggested that the tavern men go to 
church. He would do his best to make them comfortable 
and their profession respectable by simply not referring 
to any Scriptural injunctions against the dispensing of 
poisons in the guise of intoxicating beverages pleasing 
to the taste and by not pointing out their personal re- 
sponsibility for the broken bodies and minds of many to 
whom they sell their products. 

And lest we overlook a contributing factor, there are 
many respectable church members who hold stocks and 
bonds, the dividends on which are earned from the sale of 
intoxicating liquors. Is the tavern keeper any more guilty 
who takes a profit over the counter from the sale of a bev- 
erage that causes so much distress and misery in the 
world than these respectable citizens who take a profit 
from these same sales through returns on the stocks and 
bonds which they hold? 


POLITICAL BETRAYAL 


FROM THE INCEPTION of our nation its political strength lay. 
in the fact that the people were kept well-informed in re- 
gard to public affairs. The early town meetings and special 
assemblies of citizens in public discussions of the affairs of 
state equipped the voters to pass judgment upon matters 
affecting civic well-being. Questions of public concern were 
publicly discussed and an intelligent citizenry was not 
hampered by star chamber sessions held for the purpose of 
withholding important information from them. Thus, a 
well-informed people lay the foundation of a strong and 
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vigorous nation, well qualified to handle its domestic and 
foreign affairs in the early days of our history. 

But these favorable conditions have been greatly altered 
through the passage of time and with the coming to power 
of politicians more interested in votes in their favor than in 
making all the truth known. Actually most of the sessions 
held behind closed doors at the present time are for the 
purpose of preventing the people from becoming ac- 
quainted with facts they should know. After withholding 
the truth from the public, officials use this very lack of in- 
formation, involving issues having a vital bearing on 
both domestic and foreign policies of our nation, to prevent 
unfavorable voters’ reaction at election time. Thus, the 
politicians practice fraud in deceiving the people in their 
endeavor to secure favorable support at the polls. 

The most outstanding example at the moment of such 
political tactics is furnished in the star chamber sessions 
of the Tyding’s Committee investigating Communist ac- 
tivities. The citizens of the United States are entitled to all 
the evidence — not just Senator Tyding’s version of that 
evidence. They are capable of understanding and judging 
the importance of the testimony of witnesses appearing be- 
fore that Committee. Under the circumstances very few 
have any confidence whatever in Senator Tyding’s ex- 
pressed opinions. 

Next to subversive activities in our land, the withholding 
of the vital testimony that witnesses can give is under- 
mining the confidence of our people in the integrity of 
our government, and particularly in the honesty of the 
elected officials involved. While Communist activities in 
our midst are a dire threat to our national security, the dis- 
tortion of the truth in news reports through the processes 
of censorship and the suppression of information neces- 
sary to pass judgment upon political issues and make 
decisions concerning vital matters affecting our national 
security actually amount to high treason against the 
country. Officials implicated in such tactics are unfit to 
hold public office. 

These are days in which we hear a great deal about the 
‘democratic processes” employed by politicians which pur- 
port to give the people great voice in national affairs. 
Much is said about taking the issue directly to the people 
and they will decide what is best for their own interests. 
But no matter how intelligent a people may be, they are 
in no position to act wisely on any issue before them unless 
they are completely informed on all points. 

It has been wisely said, ‘A man’s judgment is no better 
than his information.” The people cannot be expected 
to bring discerning judgment to bear upon a problem if 
they have little factual information about it and if what 
they are told is so slanted as to deliberately distort the true 
facts. 

The pattern set for official conduct regarding national 
and international affairs is clearly set forth in the Scrip- 
tures. Problems involving the affairs of state were laid 
before the elders, or governing officials, in Israel. They in 
turn made the people acquainted with the entire problem, 
setting before them in detail all the facts so that the nation 
was in a position to intelligently pass upon the acts of their 
leaders. 

Because politicians at Washington feel that their own 
interests are not best served when the people are kept 
fully informed, our nation is today drifting toward disaster. 
A political housecleaning is long overdue and until we 
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elect to office men who will place the welfare of the coun- 
try ahead of politics and personal and party political 
interests, the road ahead will be most difficult for the nation 
to travel. 


STEP BY STEP 


Let us FACE the facts. We are at war, although officials 
in high places in Washington are endeavoring to hide the 
truth from the public through skillfully-coined phrases 
such as the recent statement by Mr. John Foster Dulles, ““We 
are not waging war, we are waging peace.” Actually, it is 
impossible to “wage peace,” for, as stated in Destiny for 
October 1948, “Peace is not an abstraction; it is a way of 
life.” Isaiah expressed it well when he said: 


“And the work of righteousness shall be peace; and the effect 
of righteousness quietness and assurance for ever.’’ (Isa. 32: 17.) 


We wage, or make, war and the fact that Americans are 
dying on the battlefield in Korea is clear evidence of con- 
flict, not peace. No high-sounding slogans endeavoring 
to camouflage the reality will fool anyone except perhaps 
the clever boys who coin them. 

Step by step Soviet Russia has been moving in an ever- 
expanding program of evil aggression since the close of 
World War II. It should have been patent to anyone 
closely following the Soviet tactics that the day must come 
when the West would have to call a halt to such evil ag- 
gression or else fall victim to it. 

Russian successes in 1948 were due to her aggressive 
tactics and the fall of Mukden on October 31, 1948 was 
the beginning of the end for China. The truth is, we have 
been at war with Russia since the fall of 1948, a condition 
we have been reluctant to face all along, and even when 
she deliberately shot down ten of our naval officers over 
the Baltic Sea last Spring. 

The invasion of South Korea prevents us from pretend- 
ing any longer that a state of peace exists between the 
East and the West. Special phraseology may be employed 
by politicians who fear to face the facts as they endeavor 
to make it appear that war does not exist, but by whatever 
name they may call our actions against the Colossus of 
the North, it is still war. 

Let us be honest with ourselves and with each other, 
admitting that we are at war with Russia and have been 
for some time now. The developments in Korea are merely 
stepping up the intensity of the conflict, making clear what 
should have been understood long ago, that an evil ag- 
gressor has to be stopped. The remainder of the world can 
have no alternative other than to accept the challenge 
and meet armed force with armed force wherever it ap- 
pears, or else succumb to complete domination by the 
tyrannical and ruthless leaders of the Kremlin.

IT Is REPORTED in the U. S. News and World Report for June 
goth that Leon H. Keyserling, beaming with optimism, 
called on President Truman and reported that the United 
States is at the “‘peak”’ of postwar prosperity. Maurice J. 
Tobin, Secretary of Labor, was also reported as saying at 
a labor meeting in Switzerland, “‘America is booming now 
and will never have another depression.” 

Man thus proposes, but God has already disposed of the 
matter in the judgment that has been passed upon the 
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present economy of Mammon. In the inevitable disastrous 
crash toward which we are moving at express-train speed, 
the above statements will turn out to have been the stupid 
utterances of foolish men. 


LIGHT AND SHADE 


AN INTERESTING report in Newsletter from Behind the Iron 
Curtain for June 2nd, under the above title, shows the in- 
efficiency and lack of responsibility on the part of manage- 
ment in a totalitarian state. To the mental and spiritual 
darkness of a people subject to tyranny over mind and body 
is added the discomforture of physical darkness as well: 


“The Soviets often boast that they have flooded their country 
with electric light. A recent issue of Xrokodil publishes a report 
on actual conditions (abbreviated below). 

“The reporter of the magazine visits ‘Mosoblelektro,’ an or- 
ganization supplying power to the towns and boroughs of the 
Moscow region. ‘Do you know,’ he asks the chief engineer, ‘that 
the borough Skhodnia has had no light for six months?’ ‘Sorry,’ 
is the answer. ‘Skhodnia does not belong to us. It is supplied by 
““Mosselenergo.””’ ‘What about Nogatino and Novinki of the 
Moscow region? In nine years they have not managed to get any 
light.’ ‘Nogatino should get its power from the local shipyard 
and Novinki also from “‘Mosselenergo.”’ ’ 

** *Mosselenergo’ is the organization which is supposed to pro- 
vide the villages of the Moscow region with electricity. ‘Why is 
there no light at the village of Sobakino for the last four months?’ 
the reporter asks the chief engineer. ‘Why has no current been 
given to the village of Fedorovo, although the installations have 
been ready for three years?’ ‘Unfortunately both villages are sup- 
plied by “‘Mosoblelektro,” ’ is the answer. 

‘It appeared that of the 2500 kolkhozes of the region only 960 
are supplied by ‘Mosselenergo’ while the rest are cared for by 
“Mosoblelektro’ for some unknown reason. ‘Mosselenergo,’ on 
the contrary, provides a number of boroughs and even towns with 
current. As a result there are districts which both organizations 
supply side by side, keeping a double staff and incurring double 
expenses. 

‘Last the reporter visited the Russian SFSR Ministry for Com- 
munal Economy, where the same conditions prevailed on a re- 
publican scale. ‘Do you know that at Vologda and Piatigorsk 
they have difficulties with electricity?’ “They are not ours,’ said 
the responsible official. ‘Vologda gets its current from the minis- 
try of timber and paper industry and Piatigorsk from the min- 
istry of power stations. Only one in every four towns is supplied 
by us. Furthermore, in some towns the poles and wires are ours, 
while in others they are not.’ ‘How do your stations work?’ 
‘Splendidly. The plan is being overfulfilled.’ ‘Why, then, have 
the towns of Torzhok and Arzamus been in darkness for many 
days; why do the lamps only glow faintly at Shcherbakov?’ ‘You 
know, the matter is not as simple as it seems: poles, you know, 
wires, fuel. . . .’ 

“It seems, there is little light and much shade in the country of 
victorious Socialism.” 


Communists in America and their fellow travelers, who 
long to bask in the light of the Kremlin, should be deported 
to that land of shadow and darkness so that they may have 
a foretaste of the conditions which they seem bent upon 
duplicating within the borders of our nation, foolishly 
striving to establish the framework of Soviet inefficiency 
in this land of freedom and individual opportunity. Per- 
haps an extended experience under actual living condi- 
tions behind the Iron Curtain might bring about a change 
of mind. If not, we would be glad to allow them to remain 
there where they can enjoy to the fullest extent the system 
and government of their choice. . 
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The Third Woe Cometh Quickly 


§ THE COLD war now rapidly de- 
A velops into armed conflict 
between the East and the 
West, we may profitably pause to care- 
fully examine the prophetic signifi- 
cance of recent world developments in 
the perspective of what has already 
been brought to light by a study of the 
Scriptural prophecies. John, in the 
Book of Revelation, was shown three 
major crises which would face Chris- 
tendom, depicted in the symbolism of 
the Seven Trumpets, the last three of 
which become Three Woes (Chapters 
8-11). 

The First Woe covered events from 
622 A.D., the year of Mohammed’s 
flight and the activities of the Saracens, 
and extended to 1299 A.p. The Second 
Woe began with the rise of the Otto- 
man Empire in 1299 A.D. and is still in 
effect, although events clearly indicate 
that it may end very soon. (See Study 
in Revelation* for full details.) During 
this Second Woe John saw the coming 
of the Reformation and the ac- 
complishment of Kingdom tasks as- 
signed to modern Israel. He listened 
to the modernist attacks upon the truth 
and reliability of the Bible and saw the 
spread of a great apostasy. During the 
closing days of this Woe the Two 
Witnesses were shown to have been 
slain, followed by their later resurrec- 
tion and ascension. John was then told: 


“The second woe is past; and, behold, 
the third woe cometh quickly.” (Rev. 
II: 14.) 

It is well here to recall this fact: 


“There is no prolonged delay between 
the ending of the Second Woe and the 
reaching of the climax of the ages as 
described in this Third Woe. The previous 
two Woes covered centuries of time. This 
Third Woe is not to be of such long dura- 
tion.” (Study in Revelation, page 152.) 


The first two Woes were scourges 
upon an apostate Christendom and 
the Third Woe will be no exception. 
The Christian world today is in the 
midst of the greatest apostasy in its 
history and, until a spiritual revival 
comes that will turn the hearts of the 
people back to God, only trouble and 
disaster lie ahead. In Destiny for 
September 1945 we said: 
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“The first two Woes depicted military 
moves against Christendom and the Third 
Woe will follow the same pattern as Soviet 
Russia moves to supplant Christianity in 
all lands which she can bring under her 
control, making war against Anglo- 
Saxon-Israel for the purpose of destroying 
the last citadel of Christian strength. Al- 
ready the shadow of this Third Woe is 
darkening many lands, although the po- 
tentiality for evil in a victory for Soviet 
arms is far from being fully realized by 
Anglo-Saxondom. 

“The blighting effect of Communism 
has for many years enthralled the people 
of Russia and now countries adjacent to 
the Soviet Union are coming under its 
baleful influence. The tentacles of this evil 
octopus are reaching out into many lands 
and even multitudes in the Anglo-Saxon 
world have become enchanted by its malig- 
nant spirit into being led to advocate the 
adoption of a Soviet form of government. 
Thus, the forces of evil are able to increase 
their numbers and to enlist sympathizers 
who, not knowing God and the plans for 
His Kingdom, are being recruited into the 
ranks of the enemy. 

“Just as John describes Mohammed as 
being deceived into accepting a doctrine of 
evil, symbolized in the emblem of a star 
falling from heaven to earth, opening the 
bottomless pit, so, too, the star of Com- 
munism with its evil insignia, the Hammer 
and Sickle, is bringing to earth the evils of 
the bottomless pit. The Soviet doctrine of 
hate and the attacks by the Reds upon 
God and His Son, Jesus Christ, are casting 
a shadow of apprehension over all peoples, 
for the evils of the Third Woe are about to 
break in all their fury against an apostate 
Christendom.” (Documentary Studies,* Vol. 


I, pages 214-215.) 


Since this was written, nearly five 
years ago, much has transpired to 
demonstrate the accuracy of this ap- 
praisal of Communist activities. Now 
that we are nearing the events that 
will end the Second Woe and see the 
Third Woe begin, everyone should be 
alerted to the momentousness of these 
days in which we are living. The Sec- 
ond Woe will end with startling super- 
natural manifestations. Already event 
signs in the Far East, as the result of 
the invasion of South Korea, with in- 
tensive activities on the part of the 
Soviets affecting the Middle East and 
Europe, clearly point to the imminence 
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of the beginning of the Third, or Red, 
Woe. Soon the Red hordes will be on 
the march when the Kremlin gives the 
order for an all-out attack against 
the West. 

The Spirit of Life from God has al- 
ready entered the Two Witnesses, 
stirring them to life again. As pointed 
out in Documentary Studies, Vol. II, in 
the chapter titled ““The Spirit of Life 
From God,” three major steps are 
involved in reviving the Witnesses so 
that they may again witness in full 
power: 

1st) A Spirit of Life from God en- 
ters into them. 

end) The result is that they stand 
upon their feet. 

3rd) Then, as a final result, terror 
seizes those who are watching. 


“Tt is not until after the first and second 
stages of this process are completed that 
the account records fear and terror as 
coming upon those who behold them. 

“What is the Spirit of Life from God 
that enters into them? It is apparently an 
experience that affects the Witnesses only. 
Those who are watching them are evi- 
dently attracted by something which they 
cannot understand; in fact, it would seem 
from other passages in the Scriptures that 
the statements being made by the Wit- 
nesses create a spirit of skepticism among 
those who are critically observing. It is 
well expressed in Daniel’s book when the 
Angel states that only the wise will under- 
stand. Thus, the Witnesses are animated 
by a knowledge and understanding of im- 
pending events the meaning of which is 
wholly lost to those who are watching the 
renewed activity among them. 

“In Study in Daniel (pages 389-390) ref- 
erence is made to the importance of the 
year 1948 A.D. in relation to the ending of 
the three-and-a-half-year period of the 
symbolic death of the Witnesses. Was this 
assumption in error or was 1948 the year 
when the wise began to understand the 
meaning of what the Angel had revealed to 
Daniel but told him would be sealed to 
understanding until the crisis period at the 
end of the age? We thoroughly believe the 
answer to that question is that such an as- 
sumption was not in error, for with the 
understanding of Daniel’s prophecies the 
Spirit of Life from God began to revive 
Spirit-filled men and women, arousing 
them to the certainty of the truths of Scrip- 
ture and the accuracy of prophecy as they 
became fully aware that the end of the age 
is at hand. 

“Those who are wise now began to 
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comprehend the full significance of the 
revelation given by the Angel to Daniel. 
In the light of that revelation they alone 
are able to recognize the full meaning of 
the significant events that affected Pales- 
tine during the year 1948. The moves on 
the part of Gog of the land of Magog dur- 
ing that year signaled to them that the 
great Day of the Lord is near. The pre- 
dicted judgment to come upon Babylon 
the Great has also aroused the Witnesses as 
instability within modern Israel, first in 
Great Britain and now in the United 
States, demonstrates to them that the col- 
lapse of the world economy is at hand, 
being the event which will fulfill John’s 
prediction in the Book of Revelation con- 
cerning the violence of the coming over- 
throw of Mammon’s Empire.” (Docu- 
mentary Studies,* Vol. I1, pages 635-636.) 

Not one single reason exists to 
change the above appraisal regarding 
the Witnesses, for events since 1948 
have certainly profoundly stirred Spir- 
it-filled men and women. It is even 
more apparent than ever that the time 
for the Witnesses to stand upon their 
feet is now at hand, with the results 
to follow as described by John. The 
circumstances bringing this about, 
causing dismay among those who are 
watching the Witnesses, are soon to 
take place, judging by the increase in 
tempo of Soviet activities —a most 
important event sign. But before this 
Third, or Red, Woe breaks in all of its 
fury, the Second Woe must end with 
the resurrection and ascension of the 
Spirit-filled men and women who 
have been alerted by current world 
developments to live in a spirit of 
expectancy. 

In Study in Revelation the event caus- 
ing consternation among those watch- 
ing the Witnesses is fully discussed 
(pages 145-154) and its occurrence 
will demonstrate once and for all time 
the accuracy of the Scriptures: 


“Men may accept the teachings of Jesus 
and the fact of His crucifixion, but if they 
refuse to believe in the resurrection, it is 
of little avail, for they miss the entire sig- 
nificance and purport of the work of our 
Lord. Without the resurrection He was 
just another teacher, a good man unjustly 
put to death, a martyr to His ideals. But if 
He arose from the dead, He gave the 
greatest demonstration of the truth of all 
the things which He taught. . . . Just as 
the resurrection of Jesus Christ confirmed 
his claims, so the coming resurrection of 
the dead in Christ, of which He was the 
first fruits, will forever confirm His testi- 
mony and demonstrate the inspiration and 
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accuracy of the Word of God. When that 
event becomes an actuality atheists, ag- 
nostics, higher critics, modernists and all 
unbelievers will be stopped forever to 
again open their mouths in opposition to 
the testimony of His witnesses. 

‘The Bible is very clear in its teachings 
that there is to be a resurrection of the 
dead. It perhaps is not without significance 
that all men fear the supernatural, espe- 
cially so if it is connected with a grave, and 
particularly if associated with the tradi- 
tional midnight hour. Men may scoff, but 
nevertheless down deep in their hearts 
there is apprehension if place, time and 
conditions contribute to stir that slumber- 
ing fear that has been planted in the hearts 
of men, yet to be used of God in a coming 
day for the accomplishment of His pur- 
poses.” (Study in Revelation, pages 146- 
147-) 


That the resurrection itself will have 
become a reality with the events of the 
Third Woe is evident from the state- 
ment as this Woe begins that the time 
for the dead to be judged (7.e., in the 
First Resurrection) will have come 
(Rev. 11:18). This makes present 
world events extremely momentous, 
indicating that this Third or Red 
Woe is to begin soon: 


“Zechariah gives the Lord’s return as 
chronologically timed with the invasion of 
Palestine, when Jerusalem will become 
the objective of the enemies of His people. 

“Ezekiel declares this will be when 
‘Gog of the land of Magog, the chief prince 
of Mesheck [Moscow] moves against the 
land. 

“John confirms all this, and refers to the 
resurrection as timed to take place with 
the beginning of the Third or Red Woe of 
Rev. 11: 14. He says in the 18th verse of 
this chapter: 

***And the nations were angry, and thy 
wrath is come, and the time of the dead, 
that they should be judged.’ 

“Such a judgment is impossible prior to 
a resurrection. This fact of resurrection pre- 
ceding judgment is confirmed in Rev. 
20: 12-15, wherein the judgment scene 
does not take place until the dead are first 
raised to life — after which judgment is 
passed upon their deeds.” (Documentary 
Studies, Vol. I, page 393.) | 


Closely associated with the closing 
scenes of the Second Woe — and itself 
an event sign of major importance — 
is the coming economic collapse. This 
economic debacle is so timed that those 
who enter with our Lord into the 
Marriage Supper are not fully aware of 
the extent of this judgment upon 
Mammon until the announcement is 
made at that festival: 


“John had just witnessed the judgment 


upon the ecclesiastical system represented 
in ‘Mystery, Babylon the Great’ and he has 
been given a preview of the desolation of 
the commercial system as judgment is 
poured out upon ‘Babylon the Great.’ Fol- 
lowing these scenes, John said, ‘And after 
these things I heard a great voice of much 
people in heaven, saying, Alleluia; Salva- 
tion, and glory, and honour, and power, 
unto the Lord our God: For true and 
righteous are his judgments: for he hath 
judged the great whore, which did corrupt 
the earth with her fornication, and hath 
avenged the blood of his servants at her 
hand. And again they said, Alleluia. And 
her smoke rose up for ever and ever.’” 
(Study in Revelation, page 286.) 


Completion of judgment upon the 
present world economy was shown in 
the article titled “It is Harvest Time” 
(Destiny for May 1950, page 168) 
to be timed to begin during the sum- 
mer of 1950 and end by 1952. It is not 
without significance that the fact of 
the fulfillment of judgment upon the 
present world systems is announced to 
those gathered at the Marriage Sup- 
per. This would indicate that the 
summons to enter that Supper with 
our Lord occurred before judgment 
was completed upon Mammon’s Em- 
pire, z.¢e., Babylon the Great. 

There is also another aspect to all 
this which is most interesting to watch 
for. This concerns the effect these 
coming events will have upon Soviet 
Russia in their plans for armed aggres- 
sion. Because the resurrection occurs 
before the Third Woe is fully under 
way, the Communists will not yet 
have launched the full fury of their 
assault against God’s people in the all- 
out attack now being planned by 
them. Esdras declares that when they 
make their supreme military move, 
they will be terribly afraid, yet they 
will dare to fight. What is it that 
changes their present spirit of evil 
aggression into a spirit of fear? The 
following may offer the explanation: 


“What has been proclaimed for years 
regarding Russia is now coming to pass 
and the Soviet leaders are preparing, train- 
ing and drilling subjected nations with the 
objective of attacking and overcoming 
Israel. The insults to which Mr. Cunning- 
ham has reference are perhaps part of a 
deliberate plan of provocation in a pro- 
gram in which Soviet Russia is making 
ready to attack when the time for military 
action comes. The lengthening shadow of 
the ill-fated star of Communism has dark- 
ened the earth; and Gog is thinking the 
evil thought in her plans of aggression

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REVIEW OF WORLD AFFAIRS 


By KENNETH de COURCY 


London, July 1 (By CaBLE) 
INVASION OF Southern Korea formed a vital part 
of Russia’s plans in Asia. It was a direct and clear 
challenge of the first importance to the Atlantic 
system. Stalin is well known to have thought, for a long 
time, that eastern and central Asia must be dealt with 
first and the Middle East thereafter. It is not, of course, 
always possible to keep to a precise program. Action leads 
to reaction; the aggressor cannot always be sure what or 
where it will be. Nevertheless, so far, Stalin has been able 
to proceed in Asia with amazing success and precision. 

The recent events in Korea surprised no one. As long 
ago as December 1948, Review of World Affairs published an 
intelligence report on this subject. It was, we fear, like 
some other reports, considered unduly pessimistic and 
alarming. 

Under the headings, ““Korea — A Desperate Situation” 
and “Southern Korea in Danger,” a first-class agent said: 
“Korea is in a desperate situation. . . . Lieut.-General 
John R. Hodge, commanding the American forces of oc- 
cupation, was a most unfortunate choice. He is an ex- 
cellent fighting soldier but tactless and dictatorial. He 
thought that he could run Korea exactly as he pleased. 
He knew nothing about the country and, while his ad- 
mirers say that he has learned a lot by trial and error, other 
observers say that there has been a lot of error and very 
little trial. He has surrounded himself with incapable 
mediocrities. ... 

“In the meantime, the Russians built up a Communist 
army of about 100,000 men, equipped with Russian and 
Japanese arms, nominally commanded by Koreans but, 
in fact, by Russians. . . . Southern Korea is in a very 
serious position. The Northern Communists are so well 
armed that, in the event of a political union between north 
and south, they would completely control the country. 
. . « In the event of war the small American garrison 
could be overrun in a few hours. Syngman Rhee’s govern- 
ment has practically no armed force. Korea is strategically 
important to the Russians in relation to Japan. From it, 
U.S. bases in Japan could easily be bombed.” 

Again in March 1949 we said: ““The new zones of de- 
fense of the Anglo-Saxon Powers are Japan, Southern 
Korea, Formosa, the Philippines, Indonesia, Indo-China, 
Siam and Malaya. If these, or even some of them, give 
way, the whole of southeast Asia is lost and India and 
Pakistan will be in gravest danger. . . . In terms of a 
purely military campaign, most of this area will be influ- 
enced by sea power and air supremacy. It is vital to re- 
member, however, that right up to the final and perhaps 
mortal blow the whole campaign could be carried out 
without Russia being openly committed.” 

The evidence suggests, with ever greater force, that 
Russia is following a careful plan. If it is not soon recog- 
nized and foiled, it must lead to a catastrophe for the en- 
tire world. Yet not everything favors Russia. 
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Favorable Trends 


Almost everywhere in the white world the political tide 
has turned in favor of the Atlantic Powers. Communist 
strength now lies mostly in the clever placing of key 
workers. In addition to this favorable turn is the continued 
economic stability of the entire Atlantic system. 

Although, at different times since the war ended, almost 
all its component parts have been threatened with very 
dangerous financial and economic developments, warnings 
(which were not too grave) have proved effective. Some 
highly intelligent things have been done to avert trouble 
which might have proved dangerous. Russia, who believed 
in our inevitable economic collapse, has been disappointed 
and now, indeed, seems to be stressing that capitalism will 
not fall automatically, according to the traditional Marxian 
thesis, but only as a result of a fierce struggle by the 
proletariat under the leadership of a Communist vanguard. 
This is the Leninist-Stalinist theory. The latest Russian 
edition of Das Kapital has corrections of this order. 

The rising living standards of almost the entire working 
population of the white peoples outside the Soviet Empire 
makes either spontaneous or organized revolution virtually 
impossible. If the Politburo have not already abandoned 
their hopes in this respect, they are in danger of making 
an error at a time of much graver importance to them 
than any other in the record. In addition to all this, one 
must also note the steady internal political and social 
weakening of the Soviet Regime. The evidence of this 
mounts consistently. Commander Greenhalgh, a professor 
at the Industrial College of the U.S. Armed Forces, is 
reputed to have told a selected group that official secret 
information gives the number of Russian desertions since 
the war as 14,000, including six generals. This confirms 
what we have heard. 

Moreover, relations between the Red Army and the 
political leaders are not good. This is quite a usual de- 
velopment under regimes of this kind. It has occurred over 
and over again in history; it occurred on a very large scale 
under Stalin’s own regime before World War II. In certain 
circumstances, it could lead to greater weakness. All this, 
and much more, must be given the most careful attention. 
Each area of the vast Soviet territories needs a staff study. 
Against all this, must be set the growing dangers of Com- 
munism throughout Asia and, to a certain extent, in Africa, 
plus a far greater Russian military and technical strength 
than existed before the world war. 

Two officers from a satellite state, who have recently 
been on similar courses in Russia, have given one of our 
observers their impressions. They feel that Russia’s 
strength should not be underrated and that the Atlantic 
Powers have failed, so far, to devise a sufficiently decisive 
over-all counter-strategy. We have reason to know that 
the special report of these two officers has been studied at 
the highest levels on our side and has caused some con- 
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sternation. These officers were impressed by Russia’s tech- 
nical improvements and advances. Greatly helped by 
Germans, in tanks, aviation and atomic weapons, progress 
has been considerable. Russia has up-to-date jet fighters 
and bombers, night fighters of the most modern design 
are abundant, while advanced forms of aircraft detection 
and defense have been developed. Nevertheless, both the 
dangers of Asian and African Communism and Russia’s 
growing war potential could still be offset by correct 
action. There is enough evidence of fundamental weakness 
on the part of the Marxist empire and its friends to give 
our side high confidence — if all advantages are exploited. 
There is, nevertheless, endugh evidence of Soviet strength 
to cause all trustworthy observers to be anxious of the 
outcome, if our advantages are not effectively used. 

During the month of May, the Commanders of all 
military districts were summoned to Moscow. Their arrival 
had been so scheduled that no two were ever in the capital 
at the same time. They were not told in advance what 
was wanted of them. They were merely ordered to 
present themselves immediately at the Kremlin for further 
instructions. 

These men were not brought to the capital to provide 
the military committee of the Politburo with their views 
on an ordinary military situation. It appears that they 
had at some time been given the opportunity of wit- 
nessing either the actual explosion or the results of the 
explosion of an A-bomb. 

It is doubtful whether this was done on one occasion or 
more than once. The demonstration or demonstrations 
took place not very long ago. If the special conference 
took place in May, as we believe, then “‘not very long ago”’ 
would coincide with the March and April dates on which, 
on information from quite different sources, we reported a 
large series of such experiments. 

It seems that the Soviet military chiefs afterward re- 
turned to their headquarters until they were summoned 
to Moscow. The statement they had to prepare was in 
connection with these demonstrations. 

Russia’s work on bacteriological warfare has made 
further progress. This Review has already reported experi- 
ments made in January 1950, which impressed the Soviet 
General Staff and induced the decision to proceed. Russia 
is now about three years ahead of the rest of the world in 
this work. Indeed, top priority has now been given to the 
development of methods for the protection of the Red 
Army against the effect of its own diabolical weapons. 
Large scale maneuvers, using these protective measures, 
are planned for mid-September 1950 in central Russia. 


Espionage in the Far East 


A few months ago there seemed to be an improvement 
in the morale of Nationalist forces in Formosa. This has 
not been maintained. The Communist attack, which is 
expected in about six weeks, will be powerful and, it is 
greatly feared, successful. The Communists boast that they 
get everything from Chiang’s personal writing desk within 
twenty-four hours. 


The Middle East 


The Three-Power declaration of May 19, affirming the 
vital interest of the Western Powers in the Middle East, 
‘was not made a moment too soon. As we have reported 
over and over again, Soviet activity in the Middle East 
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has assumed disquieting and menacing proportions. The 
military build-up east of the Caspian has great relevance. 
Everything the Russians are doing in the Middle East is 
done with a subtle appreciation of the character and 
weaknesses of the Arab world, and particularly of its 
defective organizing power and incapacity for combined 
action. The Western Powers, if they are to succeed in this 
area (which lies well within their power) must have an 
equally accurate appreciation. Underneath the superfi- 
cially easy-going atmosphere of the streets and bazaars, 
the Arab world is rather restless and discontented. There 
is impatience and disappointment over unfulfilled hopes 
and aspirations. Far too few Arab politicians yet recognize 
Moscow as their deadly enemy. Fewer still know anything 
about the tactics which are being used. Those who do 
know seem reluctant to make their knowledge public. 

The spreading of Communism amongst the Arabs is, 
however, a quite insignificant and subsidiary Russian ob- 
jective. Straight Communist propaganda is a camouflage 
for systematic and more important operations. Apart from 
the direct military threat and its accompanying espionage, 
Russia’s immediate aim is to disintegrate the Arab world 
and to prevent, at any cost, the attainment of any form of 
Arab unity. The Russians realize, only too well, that unity 
in a wider sense must be preceded by internal unity in 
individual States. All efforts to overcome economic difh- 
culties in the separate States are, therefore, immediately 
undermined. 


Panama 


Except for a profound distrust of Guatemala, relations 
with other Latin American States are good. Panama has 
little interest, however, in the federated Central America 
idea. The United States Ambassador, Mr. Monnett B. 
Davis, is a first-class man who went to Panama at a very 
bad moment and has done fine work there. Perhaps he is 
inclined to be over-confident. The Communists dislike 
him strongly. 

Communist activities are adapted to the special position 
of Panama. The U. S. occupation of the Canal Zone makes 
direct action virtually impossible, but the tremendous 
military importance of Panama makes it of outstanding 
interest to the U.S.S.R. 

The immediate Soviet objectives are: 1) To lose no op- 
portunity of disturbing relations between Panama and the 
U.S.A.; and 2) To prepare for the most intensive espionage 
and sabotage in case of war. One very important develop- 
ment has recently taken place. A directive from Moscow 
has ordered local Communists to express the strongest 
support for Mao-T’se-Tung and the Communist govern- 
ment of China and to establish direct contacts. The object 
is to build up a formidable fifth column amongst the big 
Chinese colony, especially in the Canal Zone. Most of these 
Chinese have never become assimilated and are strongly 
influenced by events in China. Many of them have rela- 
tives there and hope to go back. This constitutes a great 
danger to the security of the zone.

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The Prize Set Before Us 


W MEN and women, even among 
Pr cess comprehend the ex- 


tent of the conflict each one en- 
ters into who becomes a follower of 
Jesus Christ. Fewer are even aware of 
the prize awaiting those whom John in 
Revelation designates as “‘overcomers.”’ 
Due to modernist influences, the pres- 
ent generation of church-goers is so 
deficient in a knowledge of the great 
truths of the Scriptures that there is 
little conception of the goal set before 
the Christian. Because of this lack of 
spiritual perception, we are in the 
midst of a great apostasy and many 
sincere Christian men and women, not 
understanding the meaning of the race 
set before them, are failing to strive for 
the greatest of all prizes reserved for 
those who overcome the world. 

In the Revelation of Jesus Christ, 
which God gave unto Him to show to 
His followers things to come, and 
which was recorded by the hand of 
His servant John, Jesus stresses the 
need to become overcomers if one is to 
attain to the highest calling possible. 
It will not be until the Christian puts 
on the whole armor of God,* which 
provides for full spiritual protection in 
the conflict in which he has enlisted, 
that the possibility of gaining the 
victor’s crown will be his. 


Reward of Faith 


What, then, is the exact nature of 
this prize for which the Christian is 
admonished to strive? The average 
individual’s answer to this question 
will be that it is eternal life. But eternal 
life is not a prize for which the Chris- 
tian contends; it is the reward of faith, 
given to all those who believe in Jesus 
Christ. One of the most familiar pas- 
sages in the Bible tells us: 


*‘Whosoever believeth in him should not 
perish, but have eternal life.” (John 3: 15.) 


The moment men and women ac- 
cept the atonement made by Jesus 
Christ, their Saviour, they are at once 
assured of eternal life under the prom- 
ise given. Thus, from the very begin-

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ning of Christian experience, eternal 
life is the reward of faith. 


Gift of God 


It is a well established fact of New 
Testament teaching that we are saved 
and given assurance of eternal life, not 
according to our works, but according 
to our faith in Him who died for us: 


“For by grace are ye saved through faith; 
and that not of yourselves: it is the gift of 
God: not of works, lest any man should 
boast.” (Eph. 2: 8-9.) 


Striving For a Prize 


The very fact that the Christian, 
after having received eternal life 
through faith in Jesus Christ, is urged 
to strive to become an overcomer pre- 
supposes a special blessing above and 
beyond the assurance of life everlast- 
ing. This being so, it is to our great 
advantage to comprehend the nature 
of this prize which Christians may 
seek. 

A study of Paul’s life and his utter- 
ances clearly demonstrates that he was 
fully aware of the existence of a prize 
so important in his eyes that, although 
as a Christian he was fully persuaded 
he possessed eternal life, he was fearful 
of failing to attain this higher calling. 
Having accepted Jesus Christ as his 
personal Saviour, he could say: 


**I know whom I have believed [trusted], 
and am persuaded [sure] that he is able 
to keep that which I have committed unto 
him against that day.” (II Tim. 1: 12.) 


This is the testimony of one who 
had no doubt whatever in his own 
mind regarding the promise of eternal 
life through Jesus Christ in whom he 
believed. Yet, after years of Christian 
service, Paul also said: 


“Know ye not that they which run in a 
race run all, but one receiveth the prize? 
So run, that ye may obtain. And every man 
that striveth for the mastery is temperate 
in all things. Now they do it to obtain a 
corruptible crown; but we an incorrupti- 
ble. I therefore so run, not as uncertainly; 
so fight I, not as one that beateth the air: 
But I keep under my body, and bring it 
into subjection: lest that by any means, 
when I have preached to others, I myself 
should be a castaway.” (I Cor. 9: 24-27.) 


Paul here refers to a race he was 
running and to a prize that was set 
before him. Yet this man, who had pre- 
viously affirmed his unswerving con- 
viction in his possession of eternal life, 
here expresses his fear that, although 
he had been preaching to others, he 
still might not win the crown he was 
contending for. He realized that he was 
engaged in a life-long battle and the 
trophy to be won would be awarded 
only when he had finished the whole 
course. But he knew, meanwhile, that 
its great value was worth supreme 
effort on his part, for by faith he com- 
prehended the essential character of 
the incorruptible crown. 

Paul made this clear in a discussion 
of the apostolic mission with Timothy 
when he made a reference to what 
Christ had accomplished by His death 
and resurrection: 


“The appearing of our Saviour Jesus 
Christ, who hath abolished death, and 
hath brought life and immortality to light 
through the gospel.” (II Tim. 1: 10.) 


Eternal Life and Immortality 


There is much more involved in this 
statement to Timothy than appears 
in a casual reading of it. Paul tells us 
Jesus brought life — 7.¢., eternal life — 
and immortality to light. Jesus Christ 
declared Himself the Resurrection and 
the Life and through His resurrection 
He demonstrated His power to abolish 
death and give life eternal. 

But He accomplished even more 
than that. He demonstrated that, after 
receiving eternal life, that which is 
mortal; that is, flesh and blood, could 
also put on immortality; that is, flesh 
and bone. 

Unfortunately, Christians have as- 
sumed that eternal life and immortality 
are synonymous terms, but they are 
not. Eternal life and life everlasting are 
synonymous terms, meaning, as ren- 
dered from the Greek in the literal 
translation of the Scriptures by Robert 
Young, age-lasting life. 

When Jesus Christ came forth from 
the grave, demonstrating His own 
bodily resurrection, in his changed 
body he brought into view immortality 
itself. ‘The physical handicaps and limi- 
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tations imposed upon the human body 
of flesh and blood no longer hampered 
His movements or brought weariness to 
His soul. That which was mortal had 
become immortal. Thus, Paul could 
say of Him: 

“Who is the blessed and only Potentate, 
the King of kings, the Lord of lords; who 
only hath immortality, dwelling in the light 
which no man can approach unto; whom 
no man hath seen, nor can see: to whom 
be honour and power everlasting. Amen.” 
(I Tim. 6: 15-16.) 


The significant truth to be obtained 
from this statement of Paul’s is that 
Jesus alone has immortality now. On 
the other hand, all who accept Him as 
Saviour are assured of eternal life now, 
for though they die, they will live 
again through the resurrection. As 
Jesus came forth from the grave, so 
they, too, will arise from the dead. 
Eternal life is not a term which refers 
only to a future state for the Christian; 
by faith we lay claim to it now: 


“The gift of God is eternal life through 
Jesus Christ our Lord.” (Rom. 6: 23.) 


It is a mystery of spiritual under- 
standing that one may have eternal 
life while still being mortal and subject 
to death. This is because, if death over- 
takes the Christian, the Scriptures call 
this interim a sleep, and he is assured 
of resurrection after death because 
Christ made this possible. Therefore, 
the Christian may join Paul in saying: 

“For whether we live, we live unto the 
Lord; and whether we die, we die unto the 
Lord: whether we live therefore, or die, 
we are the Lord’s. For to this end Christ 
both died, and rose, and revived, that he 
might be Lord both of the dead and liv- 
ing.” (Rom. 14: 8-9.) 


The Prize 


At the present time, however, Jesus 
Christ is the only one who possesses 
immortality. The Christian first re- 
ceives eternal life as a gift and the re- 
ward of faith. Then, if he becomes an 
overcomer, and is counted worthy, he 
will also have immortality later on. 
This is the crown the overcomers are 
to receive together, but all Christians 
will not win this coveted prize: 


**Those who by persistently doing right 
strive for glory, honor, and immortality 
will have eternal life.” (Rom. 2: 7, Smith 
and Goodspeed Trans.) 


This is an interesting statement, 
showing that Christians are admon- 
ished to “persistently do right”? and 
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strive for immortality, but, failing to 
attain it, they will still have eternal life. 


Overcomers Will Reign 


In the letters addressed to the seven 
Churches (Church Periods) Jesus Christ 
declared through John that those who 
overcome all things will occupy very 
high places in His Kingdom: 

‘John outlines to each one of the seven 
[Churches] the blessings to be the portion 
of those who are overcomers. They are 
promised immortality, for they are to reign 
with Him in the restored Kingdom. They 
are to have access to the Tree of Life in the 
midst of the Garden of God, where there 
will be peace, joy and happiness forever. 
To those who are faithful unto death a 
Crown of Life is promised and the second 
death will have no power over them. Their 
food will be the hidden manna as they live 
in close covenant relationship with God 
and in fellowship with Jesus Christ. They 
will receive a new name to go with the ex- 
alted position they will occupy. Having 
kept His word to the end, power over the 
nations is promised when the Morning Star 
arises and they awaken in His likeness. 
Receiving the white raiment of righteousness, 
their names will not be blotted out of the 
Book of Life and the Lord declares of each, 
‘I will confess his name before my Father, 
and before his angels.’ These overcomers 
are to become pillars in the Temple of God, 
occupying positions of support and power 
in the restored Kingdom. Becoming citi- 
zens of the New Jerusalem, they will receive 
the New Name of God, and will rule with 
Christ. Thus, becoming like their Lord, 
they will be co-heirs with Him in the 
Kingdom, sitting down with Him in His 
throne, just as He overcame and sat down 
with His Father in His throne.” (Study in 
Daniel,* pages 190-191.) 

Meaning Hidden 

The terms used in the Book of Reve- 
lation are highly symbolical and there- 
fore not easily defined. Nevertheless, in 
every instance we should understand 
that we are dealing with a statement 
of a literal fact symbolically expressed. 
Such expressions as “‘to eat of the tree 
of life,” “give thee a crown of life,” 
“to eat of the hidden manna,” “‘will 
give him a white stone,” “‘a new name,” 
“clothed in white raiment,” “make a 
pillar in the temple,” and others, con- 
vey little meaning to the average 
individual. 

But perhaps there is Divine design 
in this. We are not told in so many 
words what the prize of immortality 
involves in full detail, but as the over- 
comer goes forward in his striving, 
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gaining experience in the Christian 
conflict, he begins to comprehend by 
faith what these descriptive terms en- 
tail. The nearer he comes to the goal, 
the more he understands the whole 
nature of the prize set before him. 

If the entire purport of the great re- 


. wards to be given to overcomers was 


expressly stated in plain words under- 
standable to all, there is no doubt that 
many more would strive for them than 
are now disposed to do so. But great 
as the prize will be, no one may seek 
after it simply for the sake of the prize 
itself. Jesus once said, “If ye love me, 
keep my commandments” and the 
emphasis is on the words, “If ye love 
me.” Those who really love Him will 
keep His commandments and, doing 
so, they will be in the race for the 
crown. 


Inherit All Things 


We are given an important clue 
to the expectations of the overcomers 
in the following promise: 


‘And he that overcometh, and keepeth 
my works unto the end, to him will I give 
power over the nations: And he shall rule 
them with a rod of iron.” (Rev. 2: 26-27.) 


The phraseology is the same as that 
given in the 19th chapter of Revelation 
when the triumphant return of our 
Lord is described. There it is also stated 
that Jesus Christ, as Lord and King, 
“shall rule them [the nations] with a 
rod of iron” (Rev. 19: 15). Thus, it is 
made clear in the Scriptures that the 
overcomers will rule with Christ and 
it is of them that the Lord is speaking 
when He says: 


“He that overcometh shall inherit all 
things [including the right to rule in the 
Kingdom]; and I will be his God, and he 
shall be my son.” (Rev. 21: 7.) 


Unable to Inherit 


Now we come to another extremely 
important statement made by Paul: 

‘Now this I say, brethren, that flesh and 
blood cannot inherit the kingdom of God; 
neither doth corruption inherit incor 
ruption.” (I Cor. 15: 50.) 


Ferrar Fenton renders this as fol- 
lows: 

“But I say this, brothers, that flesh and 
blood are not able to inherit a Divine 
Kingdom; neither the perishable to inherit 
the imperishable.” 


We must define first what it means 
to “inherit” the Kingdom of God. It 
should be understood that there will 
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be those who enter into the Kingdom 
of God of whom it may not be said that 
they “inherit”’ it. 

By mention of the group who will 
inherit the Kingdom, we are once more 
referring only to the overcomers and 
Paul assists our understanding here. 
In the 8th chapter of Romans he classi- 
fies the children of God and he says 
this: 

“The Spirit itself beareth witness with 
our spirit, that we are the children of God: 
And if children, then heirs; heirs of God, 
and joint-heirs with Christ; if so be that 
we suffer with him, that we may be also 
glorified together.” (Rom. 8: 16-17.) 


If We Suffer 


All those “born again” through ac- 
ceptance of Christ as Saviour are chil- 
dren of God and, being heirs of God, 
they have eternal life. But here Paul is 
principally dealing with those who are 
joint-heirs with Christ if they suffer 
with Him. The emphasis is on “‘if so be 
that we suffer with him,” thus imply- 
ing the nature of the striving to become 
overcomers in the ccnflict before us. 
Christians who compromise with evil 
or conform with the standards of the 
world are not suffering with Christ. 
But for those who, because of their 
convictions, are willing to suffer, en- 
during the ridicule and contempt of 
their fellows in contending for the 
faith, Paul states that the sufferings of 
this present time are not worthy to be 
compared with the glory that shall be 
revealed to those who become fellow 
heirs with Christ. Paul also said to 
Timothy: 

“If we suffer [with him], we shall also 
reign with him.” (II Tim. 2: 12.) 


It is the son and heir who inherits 
and we have already seen that it is the 
overcomers who will reign with Christ 
in His Kingdom. This, then, is because 
they are joint-heirs with Him. 


Two Classifications 


In the passage in I Corinthians 15: 
50 Paul also made the statement, 
“Neither doth corruption inherit in- 
corruption.” This brings us to a dis- 
cussion of the terms: corruption, incor- 
ruption, mortal, immortality. Our next 
step is to carefully take note of the 
Scriptural distinctions made between 
two classifications of Christians: those 
who attain incorruptibility and those 
who attain immortality. Paul shows the 
distinctions between the two classes 
and the whole 15th Chapter of I 
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Corinthians is one which should be 
read many times and thoroughly stud- 
ied by the Christian. Immediately af- 
ter his most interesting analysis of the 
whole phenomena of resurrection (I 
Cor. 15: 35-50), Paul sets forth some 
startling facts: 


“Behold, I shew you a mystery; We shall 
not all sleep, but we shall all be changed, 
in a moment, in the twinkling of an eye, 
at the last trump: for the trumpet shall 
sound, and the dead shall be raised in- 
corruptible, and we shall be changed. For 
this corruptible must put on incorruption, 
and this mortal must put on immortality.” 


(I Cor. 15: 51-53.) 


This “‘mystery of the change,” af- 
fecting all believers in Christ, accom- 
panies the resurrection and the two 
classifications appear here: from cor- 
ruptible (subject to death) to incor- 
ruptible (not subject to death) and 
from mortal (subject to the limitations 
of the flesh) to immortality (not sub- 
ject to the limitations of the flesh). 

The first change he mentions is that 
which is to take place when that which 
is mortal and corruptible, both subject 
to death, becomes incorruptible; that 
is, subject to eternal life. ‘Thus, those 
who are flesh and blood and have not 
qualified spiritually to be numbered 
among the overcomers will, neverthe- 
less, pass from death into life eternal 
through Jesus Christ our Lord. But of 
the second class, those who are to be 
numbered among the overcomers, Paul 
declares that the mortal body, repre- 
senting the physical, mental and spirit- 
ual limitations which handicap Chris- 
tians today, will give way to immortal- 
ity. The Christians who attain this 
great prize will have bodies freed from 
all the physical encumbrances that en- 
compass flesh and blood individuals. 
This highly favored group will awaken 
in His likeness, with bodies of flesh and 
bone completely free of all former 
mortal restrictions: 


“So when this corruptible [perishable 
body] shall have put on incorruption [in- 
vested with eternal life], and this mortal 
[bounded and limited body of flesh and 
blood] shall have put on immortality [in 
His likeness in glorious liberty and power], 
then shall be brought to pass the saying 
that is written, Death is swallowed up in 
victory.” (I Cor. 15: 54.) 


The Adoption 


Paul made the statement in Romans 
that those who are striving to become 
overcomers are “‘waiting for the adop- 
tion, to wit, the redemption of our 


body” (Rom. 8: 23). This is another 
reference to the change from mortal to 
immortality. The adoption Paul speaks 
of means literally, ‘“‘Placing as sons.” 
Again, it is the son and heir who in- 
herits and Paul explains this further 
in Galatians: 


“Now I say, That the heir, as long as he 
is a child, differeth nothing from a servant, 
though he be lord of all; But is under tutors 
and governors until the time appointed 
of the father. Even so we, when we were 
children, were in bondage under the ele- 
ments of the world: But when the fulness 
of the time was come, God sent forth his 
Son, made of a woman, made under the 
law, To redeem them that were under the 
law, that we might receive the adoption of 
sons.” (Gal. 4: 1-5.) 


The Firstfruits 


Paul also refers in the 8th chapter 
of Romans to those striving to over- 
come the world as having “‘the first- 
fruits of the Spirit” (Rom. 8: 23) and 
he states further in another passage: 


**But every man in his own order: Christ 
the firstfruits; afterward they that are 
Christ’s at his coming.” (I Cor. 15: 23.) 


It is only those who qualify as over- 
comers and receive immortality who 
are the Firstfruits standing with the 
Lamb in Mount Zion. These are the 
144,000 who are to have royal au- 
thority in the Kingdom: 


*“These are they which follow the Lamb 
whithersoever he goeth. These were re- 
deemed from among men, being the first- 
fruits unto God and to the Lamb. And in 
their mouth was found no guile: for they 
are without fault before the throne of 
God.” (Rev. 14: 4-5.) 


The Marriage Supper 


The pity of it all is that today the 
Christian Church, its leaders and its 
members have lost the knowledge of 
the privilege to strive for this greatest 
of all blessings — immortality. 


“The marriage supper of the Lamb pre- 
cedes the taking over of Kingdom rule by 
our Lord. It is the induction into office of 
His friends who are present with Him at 
the marriage supper. They are destined to 
reign and rule in the Kingdom. These 
constitute the true Church or His Body, 
Spirit-filled men and women who are over- 
comers, who will sit down with Him in His 
Throne even as He sat down with His 
Father in His Throne. 

**A special blessing is pronounced upon 
those who are called to participate in this 
wedding feast. This is also clearly set forth 
in the parable of the Ten Virgins. Five 
virgins were wise and five were foolish. 
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The wise had sufficient oil when the mid- 
night cry was given and, as friends of the 
Bridegroom, entered in with Him into the 
Marriage Supper. (Matt. 25: 1-13.) The 
foolish missed this supreme blessing. Even 
though this is so, there is a message of hope 
addressed to them. They are told to acquit 
themselves like men that wait for their 
Lord when he shall return from the wed- 
ding. (Luke 12: 35-36.) Having missed the 
supreme blessing of ruling in the kingdom, 
they still had the opportunity to have a 
part and place in the blessings of the 
Kingdom when, at His return, He takes 
over the Throne and rules in righteous- 
ness.” (Study in Revelation, * pages 289-290.) 

Who among the followers of our 
Lord are falling short of the high call- 
ing and will not attain the glory and 
honor of immortality by being invited 
to attend the Marriage Supper, but 
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must await His return from that feast? 


A Finished Course 


Also, who among the followers of our 
Lord will be able to say with Paul: 


“I have fought a good fight, I have 
finished my course, I have kept the faith: 
Henceforth there is laid up for me a crown 
of righteousness, which the Lord, the 
righteous judge, shall give me at that day: 
and not to me only, but unto all them also 
that love his appearing.” (II Tim. 4: 7-8.) 


The Reward of Works 


These are serious questions and even 
those who now have the assurance of 
eternal life because they believe Jesus 
Christ, their Saviour, need to realize 
that the gift of immortality, which 
those Christians counted worthy will 
receive, will be determined according 
to Paul’s declaration: 


**Every man’s work shall be made mani- 
fest: for the day shall declare it, because 
it shall be revealed by fire; and the fire 
shall try every man’s work of what sort it 
is. If any man’s work abide which he hath 
built thereupon, he shall receive a reward. 
If any man’s work shall be burned, he shall 
suffer loss: but he himself shall be saved; 
yet so as by fire.” (I Cor. 3: 13-15.) 


What is the loss that a man may 
suffer? It is not eternal life, for the 
Christian will not lose his salvation. 
Is it not to fall short of obtaining the 
great prize of immortality and fail to 
receive an invitation to go in with our 
Lord to the Marriage Supper of the 
Lamb? Happy indeed will be that one 
whose works stand the test and he is 
counted worthy, for Jesus said: “Be- 
hold, I come quickly; and my reward 
is with me, to give every man accord- 
ing as his work shall be” (Rev. 22: 12). 
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against Anglo-Saxon-Israel. It is possible 
that the soul-stirring spiritual awakening in 
the Israel] lands, resulting from the resur- 
rection, may so infuriate the demonic 
spirits responsible for the Communistic 
orgy in Russia that it will bring quick ac- 
tion on the part of the Soviet Union in a 
move to immediately annihilate God’s 
people, and thus precipitate the events of 
the Third Woe. 

“It is certain that the Jewish leaders of 
nearly 2,000 years ago recognized the 
supernatural in connection with the 
crucifixion and were well aware that Jesus 
arose from the dead. But this in no way 
deterred them from persecuting the early 
Church; in fact, the possession of such in- 
formation seems to have lashed them into 
a frenzied fury against the early Christians. 
In speaking of the forces of evil that gather 
in these last days against God, His Son and 
His Kingdom, Esdras declares: 

“**All they which were gathered together 
to subdue him were sore afraid, and yet 
durst fight.” (II Esdras 13: 8.) 

“Evil will not accept the fact of God 
and His power, even after it has been 
demonstrated, and so, though the ac- 
curacy of Scripture will have been proved 
in the resurrection, yet the enemies of 
Israel will move to destroy God’s people, 
necessitating Divine intervention in their 
behalf. But through the supernatural 
Israel's eyes will be opened to realities and she 
will turn from her evil ways, thus enabling 
God to come to the help of His people. 

“The hope of Israel is not in the might 
of her military strength; rather, it lies in 
the acceptance of the doctrine of the King- 
dom. The doctrine of demons can only be 
met with the doctrine of the Kingdom of 
God. Except that God will intervene in 
behalf of His people, the shadow of the 
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Third Woe would surely bring to earth 
the darkness of blackest despair as all men 
become enslaved to a tyrannical force ani- 
mated by the spirit of evil which has as- 
cended out of the bottomless pit.” (Doc- 
umentary Studies, Vol. I, pages 218-219.) 


Soviet Russia is today moving into 
position for the final test of military 
strength for all time, for, having de- 
clared war against God, the Kremlin 
is committed to destroying His people. 
In all this the spiritually wise should 
be fully alert and watchful, for events 
of tremendous supernatural import are 
about to take place, timed to occur 
when the enemies of God and His 
Kingdom make their all-out effort to 
carry out their plans for world domi- 
nation. 

After reading Esdras’s reference to 
the fear that seizes the enemy, the 
question naturally asked is this: 


“‘What makes the leaders of the Soviets 
so fearful? This fear seems to seize them 


just about the time they have completed 
their preparations to move against the 
Kingdom people in their plans to an- 
nihilate them. 

“*It is certain that Russia is not afraid at 
present, so some event must occur soon to 
produce this fear. Can it be that the ac- 
companying manifestations associated with 
the resurrection will produce this fright; 
yet, in spite of it all, these evil leaders in 
the Kremlin will elect to fight, ordering 
their armed forces to move in an endeavor 
to destroy the ‘Coming One’ and His 
Kingdom?” (Documentary Studies, Vol. II, 
pages 579-580.) 

The predicted world events to which 
the prophets and our Lord referred 
are now on the agenda. Foolish indeed 
are those who are failing to live in a 
spirit of expectancy, for “‘When these 
things begin to come to pass, then look 
up, and lift up your heads; for your 
redemption [loosing away] draweth 
nigh” (Luke 21: 28).

OVES AND countermoves in the 

Berlin crisis during May 

neither resolved the stale- 

mate nor abated the Communist 

threat. No putsch to seize West Berlin 

developed from the late May rally of 

East German youth, but the obvious 

widespread regimentation of young 

German Communists under the Soviet 

dictatorship — ominously reminiscent 

of the Hitler Youth — boded ill for the 

future. Western observers also found 

cause for uneasiness in the primed 

appearance of East German military 
police units which participated. 

Coincident with the test of strength 
in Berlin, the Soviet political command 
ordered more outright overt acts by 
its Japanese party members. American 
troops were stoned. Shortly thereafter 
the entire central committee of the 
Japanese Communist Party was banned 
from public life by order of General 
MacArthur. 

Other reports from the Far East 
underscored the peril of Soviet prog- 
ress in Tibet and the Philippines. In 
Europe, France proceeded with its 
plan for a six-nation coal-steel pool 
despite the refusal of Great Britain to 
join. 

The chart last month noted the Big 
Three declaration of German policy 
issued on May 14 to counter the Soviet 
propaganda theme that only Russia 
was committed to German unification. 
The Allied position was restated on 
May 26 when letters from the Ameri- 
can, British and French High Commis- 
sioners in Germany to the Soviet com- 
mand proposed that a freely-elected 
nation-wide government should lead 
immediately to negotiation of a four- 
Power German peace settlement. 

The May 14 declaration came 7 x 
120 days lunar after proclamation of 
the Bizonal German Government on 
February 6, 1948. The May 26 pro- 
posals came on the mean terminal of 
the same cycle (center of chart). In 
addition, May 26 was 2 x 286 days 
after the fall of Mukden to the Com- 
munists on October 31, 1948 and 7 x 
120 days lunar plus two before Sep- 
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tember 2, 1952. The latter date will 
fall 2520 days solar after the signing 
of the Japanese surrender. 

(Two cycles terminating on May 
14 are given this month to show the 
developing pattern. A more complete 


‘chronological exposition of this date 


was given on last month’s chart.) 

As the East German Whitsuntide 
“peace demonstration” climaxed on 
May 28, half a million young Com- 
munists paraded for eight hours in a 
drenching rain and pledged never to 
fight against Russia. Not since the 
days of Hitler had Germany seen so 
spectacular a demonstration. Because 
there was no attempt to seize West 
Berlin, Western authorities acclaimed 
a “decisive” defeat for the East. But 
the rally proved that Communist 
plans for regimenting German youth 
to serve the Kremlin’s ends are far 
advanced. The West failed to meet the 
menace of the Hitler Youth, and so far 
have undertaken no measures ade- 
quate to cope with this resurgent 
threat posed by the Communist Youth 
in East Germany. 

As noted at the center of the chart, 
May 28 fell on the third day made 
perfect of the two cycles terminating 
on May 26. It was also 7 x 120 days 
lunar before September 2, 1952. 

Also on May 28, the Jewish state of 
Israel rejected the United Nations 
plan for international rule of Jerusa- 
lem. In a memorandum to the Trustee- 
ship Council, the Jews offered to ac- 
cept United Nations control over 
Jerusalem’s holy places. However, 
most holy places are in the old walled 
section of the city controlled by the 
Kingdom of Jordan. 

The first major outbreak stemming 
from the Whitsuntide rally occurred 
on May 30. Anti-Communist Germans 
in Helmstedt attacked West German 
youths returning from the rally and 
burned their blue shirts and flags. The 
date was 666 days after Kremlin talks 
on the Berlin blockade issue opened on 
August 2, 1948. 

The same May 30 date brought evi- 
dence of a Communist policy calling 
for bolder attacks on the American 


occupation of Japan. Eight Japanese 
Communists were arrested for stoning 
four United States soldiers at a rally. 
It was the first violence aimed at 
American troops. 

Also on May 30, a seven-nation 
Southeast Asia Conference ended at 
Baguio in the Philippine Islands. It 
failed to bind the nations into a closer 
regional unit. The original purpose, 
that of forming a union to stem the rise 
of Communism in the Far East, was 
abandoned when only Nationalist 
China and South Korea supported the 
idea. Under revised plans, the confer- 
ence was patterned along economic, 
cultural and social lines. Neither Na- 
tionalist China nor South Korea was 
invited. 

Mounting Japanese restiveness un- 
der the occupation came to light on 
June 1 when the Japanese Govern- 
ment, through a Foreign Office state- 
ment, expressed a desire to conclude a 
peace treaty with the Western Allies, 
even if Russia did not sign. Closely 
linked with this issue is that of Ameri- 
can military bases in Japan. Premature 
withdrawal of American forces would 
leave the islands open to Soviet pene- 
tration, thus further imperiling the 
American strategic position in the 
Pacific area. 

The June 1 date marked the solar 
terminal of 10 x 1290 days after Ger- 
many opened World War I on August 
1, 1914 (near bottom of chart). It 
was also 1040 plus two days before 
April 8, 1953. The latter date falls 
2520 days after efforts to draft World 
War II peace terms collapsed on May 
15, 1946. Further data on the June 
I-3 period is given on the chart on 
page 161 of the May issue of Destiny. 

The June 1 date brought ominous 
news in a report that Tibet was seeking 
a compromise with Chinese Commu- 
nists. The London Daily Telegraph dis- 
patch stated that Tibetan officials felt 
they had been “deserted” by the West- 
ern Powers and had decided to aban- 
don all hope of resisting the Peking 
regime. Loss of this strategic land to 
the Soviets would be yet another jolt- 
ing setback for the West. 
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Following the May 30 violence in 
Tokyo, Japanese Communists on June 
1 called an anti-United States “gen- 
eral strike” for June 3. The latter date, 
noted near the bottom of the chart, 
was 2 x 286 days solar after Commu- 
nist forces captured Mukden on Octo- 
ber 31, 1948. It also fell 1040 days 
before April 8, 1953 and was the third 
day made perfect of the 10 x 1290 
cycle terminating on June |. 

France and five nations associated 
with her in the projected pooling of 
coal and steel production announced 
their aims in a statement issued on 
June 3. Great Britain was not a party 
to the agreement. Note near the bot- 
tom of the chart that this announce- 
ment came precisely 1040 days solar 
plus two after the European Economic 
Conference opened on July 12, 1947. 
The latter date fell 8 x 1290 days solar 
after the November 11, 1918 Armis- 
tice. 

Swiftly countering moves of the 
Japanese Communists, General Mac- 
Arthur on June 6 ordered the Japanese 
Government to ban from public serv- 
ice all twenty-four members of the 
party’s Central Committee. The date 
fell 1600 days solar after the Big Three 
conference in Moscow ended on De- 
cember 26, 1945 (lower center of 
chart). 

Also on June 6, United Nations 
Secretary-General Trygve Lie re- 
vealed the “ten points for peace” 
which he had laid before leaders of 
both factions in the cold war. Hopeful 
that reopening of genufne negotiations 
on some of the outstanding issues might 
be possible, the Secretary-General cau- 
tioned that the problem of Chinese 
representation on the United Nations 
must be settled before there could be 
progress in the cold war. But resolving 
this problem, presumably by seating 
the Chinese Communists, would only 
hand another victory to Russia with- 
out removing the basic causes of East- 
West conflict. 

The East German Government on 
June 7 agreed to accept “the Oder- 
Neisse line” as the “final frontier” 
between Poland and East Germany. 
Thus, under Soviet pressure the Krem- 
lin puppets recognized Poland’s right 
to the territory annexed from Germany 
at the end of the war. The Eastern 
Government’s move aroused bitter 
antagonism throughout Germany. For 
both nationalistic and economic rea- 
sons, the Germans wish to regain the 
territory taken by Poland. 
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Observers speculated that in forcing 
this agreement upon East Germany 
the Soviets might either be temporarily 
recognizing the solidity of the Allied 
line of containment, or preparing to 
concentrate more fully on their Far 
Eastern projects. 

The June 7 date related significantly 
to German affairs. It was 1890 days 
lunar after the capture of Berlin on 
May 2, 1945 and 1890 days solar after 
the first American troops crossed the 
Rhine on March 7, 1945. In addition, 
it fell 7 x 120 days solar after the 
Bizonal German Government was 
proclaimed on February 6, 1948. 

The campaign of General Mac- 
Arthur against Japanese Communists 
continued on the June 7 date when 
seventeen editors of the Communist 
newspaper organ Akahata were banned. 

The West German Government offi- 
cially rejected the Oder-Neisse line as 
Germany’s permanent eastern frontier 
on June g. The date fell on the third 
day made perfect of the three cycles 
terminating on June 7, and also 666 
days solar after August 2, 1948 (upper 
half of chart). June 9 also found the 
Western Allies reaffirming their de- 
termination to hold Berlin against the 
newly intensified Communist cam- 
paign of fomenting unrest in the 
Western sectors. 

It was disclosed, also on June 9, 
that high-ranking American defense 
officials had told a Senate subcom- 
mittee that Russia would soon be 
able to launch an atomic attack “‘in 
significant strength.”” This ominous 
warning came appropriately on the 
perfected terminal of 7 x 270 and 7 x 


120 cycles linking to past events. 

Germany reentered the field of in- 
ternational political cooperation on 
June 15 when the West German 
Bundestag voted to accept member- 
ship in the Council of Europe. The 
date (not charted) fell 2 x 286 days 
solar plus two after the November 10, 
1948 coffer date in the Great Pyramid. 
Recall from previous articles that 7 x 
120 days solar plus two before the same 
1948 date brought the Molotov state- 
ment of Soviet German policy. 

An eight-point “peace order’’ issued 
to East German youth on June 18 
stressed their duty to side with the 
Soviet army in a new war and to 
prevail upon their elders to do the 
same. Young Communists were also 
told to spread Communist ideology 
among all German youth and to col- 
lect signatures on a petition asking 
that the atom bomb possessed by the 
*‘Western war criminals” be outlawed. 

As noted on the lower half of the 
chart, June 18 was 1040 days lunar 
before April 8, 1953. 

Also on June 18, it was announced 
in Paris that indirect Saar participa- 
tion in the coal-steel pool talks had 
been agreed upon. 

The six-nation conference on the 
proposed European coal-steel pool 
opened in Paris on June 20. The date 
was 40 plus two days after May 9 when 
France first proposed the move. Since 
42 is also the number of confusion, it is 
evident that the scheme may well 
contribute to the collapse of Europe’s 
economy rather than having the bene- 
ficial result hoped for by its backers. 
The 666 measure marking May 9 


stamps the French proposals as an 
offshoot of the human financial system. 

Meanwhile, the super-defense unit, 
envisioned by the Atlantic Powers as a 
“cold war cabinet” capable of making 
decisions of strategy on the spot, 
seemed to be shaping up as something 
much more feeble and _ ineffectual. 
Neither Great Britain nor the United 
States appointed men whose prestige 
would command confidence. 

Despite this, the present stalemate 
along the line of containment in 
Europe may continue. It is in the Far 
East that the more crucial events are 
likely to occur in the months immedi- 
ately ahead. American defense chiefs, 
touring Japan, learned that General 
MacArthur considered Formosa a link 
in the Aleutians-Philippines defense 
perimeter. This should force a revision 
of policy in Washington, where last 
January Secretary of State Acheson 
was declaring Formosa not vital to 
American defense. 

But any Western moves in the Far 
East must be made quickly. The Com- 
munists are gaining against the British 
in Malaya. In the Philippines the 
native government is increasingly in- 
effective against the Moscow-spon- 
sored Huks. The ominous trend in 
Tibet has already been cited. 

This is all in line with the long-evi- 
dent pattern. The penultimate phase 
of Soviet activity in the Far East will 
be followed by the final climax in the 
Middle East. The pace with which the 
former unfolds will determine when 
the latter bursts upon a world unaware 
of its rendezvous with the God of 


Judgment. 


The Burdensome Idol

THERE is a very striking passage in Isaiah which a mod- 
ernist writer has termed a sample of the “‘meaningless 
jargon”’ of the Bible. It reads as follows: 


“Bel boweth down, 

Nebo stoopeth, 

Their idols were upon the beasts, and upon the cattle: 

Your carriages were heavy loaden; they are a burden to the 
weary beast. 

They stoop, they bow down together; 

They could not deliver the burden, 

But themselves are gone into captivity.” (Isa. 46: 1-2.) 


The above quotation would be termed “‘jargon”’ only 
by those unable to read the message. The gist of it is that 
invading armies were approaching Moab and the Moabites 
feared for the safety of their god. It was considered far 
more disgraceful to have a god captured and taken into 
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Captivity than to lose a military standard, to suffer defeat, 
or for the people to be led away captive. 

At the approach of the invasion the inhabitants of 
Mount Nebo lifted their god down from his pedestal, 
loaded him and his equipment upon beasts of burden and 
into the carriages, desperately struggling to save their god 
from the invader. They failed to do so, however, and being 
retarded by their efforts to save their god, they all went 
into captivity together. 

Contrasted with this, in the same chapter, is the re~ 
minder by the Lord to Israel that from the beginning 
He had been no burden to them, but had carried them from 
infancy even to old age. 

The above is a gem of poetry, vividly portraying the 
burdensome system of false worship in contrast with true 
worship and obedience to the Lord Most High.

Man Against God 


This struggle against the inevitabil- 
ity of death is but one aspect of the 
age-old struggle which man has waged, 
whether consciously or unconsciously, 
against God. It dates back to the 
beginning of human history when 
man, acting under satanic misdirec- 
tion, transgressed the laws of God and 
came under sentence of death (Gen. 
3). 

Let us not misunderstand the Gene- 
sis story. Here is no vengeful Deity: the 
fault lay entirely with man who, by his 
transgression, marred the perfection 
of the contact between God — the 
Source of all life — and himself. As a 
consequence of sin, the flow of life was 
impaired and man became subject to 
death. 


Threefold Aspeé of Life 


There are three forms of life: physi- 
cal, mental or moral, and spiritual. 
Man may prolong physical life in 
various ways; for example, by the use 
of drugs and serums, but advances in 
this direction have been largely offset 
by the destructive effect of modern 
industrial civilization and the speeding 
up of the tempo of life, and by the 
commercialization and consequent im- 
poverishment of the land which have 
greatly reduced the life-sustaining 
properties of food. These, and the 
ruthless sacrifice of human interests 
in the pursuit of gain, have contrib- 
uted in great measure to the increase 
of physical and mental disease. 


Materialism Against Morality 


Moral standards have been much 
impaired by the growth of materialism 
which, by its denial of the super- 
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natural, rejects the idea of spiritual 
life and accepts no absolute standard of 
morality; indeed, it is amoral apart 
from utilitarianism and expediency, 
regarding morality in the light of a 
mere social convention or convenience. 
Materialism limits life to the physical 
and mental; and while admitting that 
the two are interrelated, varies in 
opinion as to which exerts the stronger 
influence. The Bible shows, however, 
that a basic principle — that of right- 
eousness — governs all existence, uni- 
versal as well as human. The theme of 
life through righteousness and of death 
through unrighteousness runs through 
the whole Bible. Righteousness is 
*‘lawfulness”’ or obedience to the Com- 
mandments of God, possible only when 
the human will is completely in tune 
with and submissive to the Divine 
will. Unrighteousness — “‘lawlessness”’ 
or sin — is inseparable from the nat- 
ural, fallen state of man and is inevi- 
table without that complete submission 
of the human will to the Divine. The 
matter is summed up in Ezekiel 18: 
19-32, where the basic principle is 
enunciated, ““The soul that sinneth, 
it shall die.” 


God’s Redemptive Plan 


The Bible, from Genesis to Revela- 
tion, tells the story, in history and 
prophecy, of God in His dealings with 
man and of man in relation to God. 
Because of free will, God does not 
compel obedience, but He has always 
made known His desire that through 
obedience man should have perfect 
life. ‘The redemptive plan of God was 
set in motion with the call of Abraham 
and continued with the development, 
through his descendants, of the people 
who at Sinai were constituted the 
nation of Israel and given the codifica- 
tion of this plan —the Command- 
ments, Statutes and Judgments. These 
“rules and regulations” were related 
in substance and object to the basic 
laws governing the existence of the 
whole universe. 


Perfection in Law 


The object of Law, formulated and 
sustained by God, is to keep the uni- 


verse in rhythm, which is perfection 
of movement, so that the universe, 
being in tune with God, continues to 
function without cessation. The Sinai- 
tic Code was formulated with a similar 
object in view; namely, that through 
obedience to God’s Commandments, 
the people, individually and as a 
whole, would be brought more into 
line with the will of God, and more 
nearly into tune with Him, thus in- 
creasing the flow of life-giving force 
and enabling them to move step by 
step nearer to physical and spiritual 
perfection. Israel failed completely 
and, following their collapse and dis- 
integration, temporarily ceased to play 
a part in the working out of God’s plan 
for mankind. 

With the First Advent of Christ, a 
section of the Israel people — the 
remnant of the House of Judah — still 
existed as a nation but, when their 
day of opportunity came, they failed 
to respond to the call of God and once 
again the national functioning of 
Israel as God’s servants and witnesses 
was deferred. 

Throughout His earthly ministry, 
Jesus quoted from the Scriptures 
which He also expounded at length 
and His sayings and answers were 
frequently prefaced by: “It is written,” 
“What saith the Scriptures,” “Ye 
do err, not knowing the Scriptures,” 
and similar statements. He taught a 
practical religion, not a vague intellec- 
tual theology; indeed, He roundly 
condemned the theological vagaries of 
the religious leaders of His day because 
they were often irrelevant and some- 
times diametrically opposed to the 
Scriptures. He stressed that in the 
laws of God lay the answer to all hu- 
man problems which had resulted 
solely from disobedience to God’s 
Commandments and He went further 
by denouncing the rulers of the people 
because they had twisted the law to 
further their own selfish ends and had 
‘made the laws of God of none effect,”’ 
teaching instead ‘“‘the traditions of 
men.” Our Lord’s teaching is well 
summarized in Matthew 6 where He 
shows that, in every aspect of life, man

less true statement that doctrinal 
teachings of long standing are ac- 
cepted by the Church and its leaders 
as axioms of truth. No one is expected 
to present new evidence which ques- 
tions their accuracy and the individual 
who does voice opposition to centuries 
of Christian dogma commits an act of 
extreme presumption. However, there 
is much to be revealed from a diligent 
and analytical study of the Scriptures 
that will at times upset previously 
established assumptions which have 
been accepted for generations as theo- 
logical dictum. All knowledge from 
the Scriptures has not yet been re- 
vealed and foolish indeed are those 
who refuse to consider and weigh new 
Biblical evidence brought to bear even 
upon old and long accepted beliefs. 
Following the publication of “It Is 
Harvest Time” in Destiny for May 
1950, many letters of commendation 
were received. But we were also in 
receipt of a few dissenting opinions 
raised by theologicans, objecting to our 
presentation of the one-year ministry 
of our Lord Jesus Christ. The usual 
method of theological reasoning and 
deduction was presented in this corre- 
spondence and the sameness in all the 
statements clearly indicated that the 
thinking of these objectors is cast in 
the same theological mold. When theo- 
logians confine themselves to quoting 
the writings of each other as their 
authority, their conclusions are apt to 
be circumscribed within very narrow 
limitations, marked by a kind of intel- 
lectual inbreeding that renders them 
incapable of bringing forth new truths. 
For example, this attitude toward new 
Biblical revelation is responsible for the 
rejection by the Church and its leaders 
of the Gospel of the Kingdom and the 
identity of the House of Israel with the 
Anglo-Saxon-Celtic peoples today. 
One of the reasons advanced for 
their rejection of the one-year ministry 
is the fact that the Church has for 
centuries accepted a longer period for 
its duration. The scholars of the 
Church, they contend, must be right 
— even though this position is at once 
made untenable by the fact that the 
scholars themselves do not agree, some 
Saying the ministry was two years in 
length, some saying three years, some 


[ Is AN unfortunate but neverthe- 
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four and some even five years. This 
whole reasoning is rendered illogical in 
the light of the testimony of the fathers 
of the early Church, whose writings 
testify to a ministry of a little over one 
year in duration. * 

In further support of the contention 
for a three-year ministry, the following 
passage in Luke’s Gospel is cited: 


“He spake also this parable; A certain 
man had a fig tree planted in his vineyard; 
and he came and sought fruit thereon, and 
found none. Then said he unto the dresser 
of his vineyard, Behold, these three years I 
came seeking fruit on this fig tree, and find 
none: cut it down; why cumbereth it the 
ground? And he answering said unto him, 
Lord, let it alone this year also, till I shall 
dig about it, and dung it: And if it bear 
fruit, well: and if not, then after that thou 
shalt cut it down.” (Luke 13: 6-9.) 


The mention of a period of three 
years here is taken to be, to them, a 
clear indication that Jesus’ ministry 
lasted for three years. The correct in- 
terpretation of this parable, however, 
shows it to have a far more compre- 
hensive significance than the mere sub- 
stantiation of the length of Jesus’ 
ministry. We question if it was in- 
tended to corroborate its duration, al- 
though it should be noted that it actu- 
ally does refer to its length as one year. 
This was the year the Dresser begged 
for as one more opportunity to try to 
make the fig tree bear fruit. 

It should be borne in mind in the 
first place that this is a parable given by 
our Lord; therefore, it is an allegory 
which, in the words of Webster’s Dic- 
tionary, is “‘the veiled presentation, in 
a figurative story, of a meaning meta- 
phorically implied but not expressly 
stated.” It involves “‘a series of actions 
symbolic of other actions.” No parable 
may be interpreted to deny the plain 
facts of Biblical history, nor to set 
aside the laws of the Lord. Any at- 
tempt to do this does violence to the 
intention of the Lord in giving His 
parables. 

In the parable under discussion an 
unfruitful fig tree growing in God’s 


vineyard symbolizes the Nation of the ° 


Jews. There are four “‘years,” or sea-

sons, to be reckoned with in the story, 
three of which had already gone by 
when the Owner (God) discussed the 
problem of the fig tree with His 
Dresser (Jesus Christ). 

Let us carefully analyze the entire 
allegory in an effort to obtain the real 
meaning as our Lord intended it to 
be understood. Since the “‘three years” 
mentioned are in the past tense, we are 
given to understand that the reference 
here is to something that had already 
occurred. Because all parables are 
highly symbolical, it is unwise to at- 
tempt to literalize any of the figures 
used, especially the chronology. 

In this case the “‘three years” do not 
refer to actual years; they are visita- 
tions by the Lord upon the Nation of 
the Jews as we shall see. It is not neces- 
sary to repeat here the evidence which 
justifies the statement that the fig tree 
is emblematic of Jewry. In this parable 
Jesus is referring to the unfruitful 
condition of the Jews and the entire 
history of the. Jewish nation from its 
inception to its destruction in 70 A.D. 
is dealt with. 

When the House of Israel was taken 
into captivity to Assyria, God wrote 
them a bill of divorcement and put 
them away. He completely repudiated 
them as His people (Hos. 1: 9). Judah 
was not divorced, but Jeremiah states: 


*‘And I saw, when for all the causes 
whereby backsliding Israel committed 
adultery I had put her away, and given 
her a bill of divorce; yet her treacherous 
sister Judah feared not, but went and 
played the harlot also.” (Jer. 3: 8.) 


First Visitation 

Because the Kingdom of Judah 
failed to heed the warning given them 
when they saw what happened to Israel 
as the result of their sins, they were 
finally taken away into Babylonian 
captivity. But God visited them at the 
end of seventy years when a remnant 
returned to Palestine, planted there by 


Divine decree to become the Nation 
of the Jews: 


“For thus saith the Lord, That after 
seventy years be accomplished at Babylon 
I will visit you, and perform my good 
word toward you, in causing you to return 
to this place.”’ (Jer. 29: 10.) 

The city of Jerusalem and the Tem- 
ple were rebuilt, but even while this. 
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work was being carried on, both Ezra 
and Nehemiah refer to the failure of 
the people to keep the Sabbath Day 
holy or abide by the requirements of 
the Law of the Lord. Although God 
had brought this remnant of Judah 
into His land again, they refused to 
bring forth the fruits of righteousness. 
Instead, throughout the entire history 
of the Jewish nation, the observance of 
ritual and sacrifice, rather than right- 
eousness, was a marked characteristic 
of the people. 

This first visitation, when the Na- 
tion of the Jews was established in 
Palestine, commenced an interesting 
chronological time period that was to 
end with the birth of the Messiah and 
His earthly ministry. These facts were 
known to the Jewish leaders, for these 
time measures, with accompanying 
information, had been given to Daniel 
and he made them a part of the 
records he left, which we call the Book 
of Daniel in the Scriptures. 


Second Visitation 


The second visitation came to the 
nation when, by God’s grace, Jesus 
Christ, the Messiah, was born in 
Bethlehem. While Daniel gave the 
time of His birth, and Micah gave the 
place (Micah 5: 2), it was Isaiah who 
foretold the manner of His coming: 


“Therefore the Lord himself shall give 
you a sign; Behold, a virgin shall conceive, 
and bear a son, and shall call his name 
Immanuel.” (Isa. 7: 14.) 


Matthew confirmed this as having 
been fulfilled in the facts he recorded 
concerning the birth of Jesus: 


**Now all this was done, that it might be 
fulfilled which was spoken of the Lord by 
the prophet, saying, Behold, a virgin shall 
be with child, and shall bring forth a son, 
and they shall call his name Emmanuel, 
which being interpreted is, God with us.” 
(Matt. 1: 22-23.) 

The sign of God’s second visitation 
was the birth of His own Son and the 
shepherds proclaimed abroad the fact 
of His birth. Later the wise men came 
to Jerusalem, inquiring about the One 
born to be King so that they might 
worship Him: 

“When Herod the king had heard these 
things, he was troubled, and all Jerusalem 
with him. And when he had gathered all 
the chief priests and scribes of the people 
together, he demanded of them where 
Christ should be born. And they said unto 
him, In Bethlehem of Judaea: for thus it is 
written by the prophet, And thou Bethle- 
hem, in the land of Juda, art not the least 
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among the princes of Juda: for out of thee 
shall come a Governor, that shall rule my 
people Israel.’ (Matt. 2: 3-6.) 


The leaders of Jewry were without 
excuse as to the timing of this visitation 
and its meaning, but they ignored it, 
even though the fact of the birth of this 
Notable Babe was also proclaimed in 
the Temple: 


“‘And, behold, there was a man in Jeru- 
salem, whose name was Simeon; and the 
Same man was just and devout, waiting 
for the consolation of Israel: and the Holy 
Ghost was upon him. And it was revealed 
unto him by the Holy Ghost, that he 
should not see death, before he had seen 
the Lord’s Christ. And he came by the 
Spirit into the temple: and when the 
parents brought in the child Jesus, to do 
for him after the custom of the law, 
Then took he him up in his arms, and 
blessed God, and said, Lord, now lettest 
thou thy servant depart in peace, accord- 
ing to thy word: For mine eyes have seen 
thy salvation, Which thou hast prepared 
before the face of all people; A light to 
lighten the Gentiles, and the glory of thy 
people Israel. And Joseph and his mother 
marvelled at those things which were 
spoken of him. And Simeon blessed them, 
and said unto Mary his mother, Behold, 
this child is set for the fall and rising 
again of many in Israel; and for a sign 
which shall be spoken against; (Yea, a 
sword shall pierce through thy own soul 
also,) that the thoughts of many hearts may 
be revealed.” (Luke 2: 25-35.) 


A double witness was given at the 
Temple to substantiate for all time the 
fact that the Christ had been born: 


“There was one Anna, a prophetess, 
the daughter of Phanuel, of the tribe of 
Aser: she was of a great age, and had lived 
with an husband seven years from her 
virginity; And she was a widow of about 
fourscore and four years, which departed 
not from the temple, but served God with 
fastings and prayers night and day. And she 
coming in that instant [after Simeon had 
spoken] gave thanks likewise unto the 
Lord, and spake of him to all them that 
looked for redemption in Jerusalem.” 
(Luke 2: 36-38.) 

Thus, Jewry had full knowledge of 
this Divine visitation in the birth of 
Jesus Christ, their Messiah. But this 
did not bring about a great spiritual 
awakening to the need for righteous- 
ness. The nation refused to heed the 
significance of the sign given and failed 
to turn from their evil ways or bring 
forth fruits of righteousness. 


Third Visitation 


At the age of thirty Jesus was bap- 
tized and his ministry began. Follow- 


ing the marriage feast at Cana in 
Galilee the Passover of the Jews was at 
hand, so He went up to Jerusalem. 
There, on his first visit to the city, at 
the beginning of His ministry, He was 
confronted with a despicable situation 
in the Temple. He found there those 
who were selling oxen, sheep and 
doves, and the money-changers were 
there as well: 


“And when he had made a scourge of 
small cords, he drove them all out of the 
temple, and the sheep, and the oxen; and 
poured out the changers’ money, and 
overthrew the tables; And said unto them 
that sold doves, Take these things hence; 
make not my Father’s house an house of 
merchandise.’’ (John 2: 15-16.) 


This was the third visitation in ful- 
fillment of Malachi’s prophecy: 


**Behold, I will send my messenger, and 
he shall prepare the way before me: and 
the Lord, whom ye seek, shall suddenly 
come to his temple, even the messenger of 
the covenant, whom ye delight in: behold, 
he shall come, saith the Lord of hosts.’’ 
(Mal. 3: 1.) 

He had suddenly presented Himself 
to the Temple and found it a house of 
merchandise. In this third visitation 
there were found no fruits of righteous- 
ness. Therefore, the question was 
posed: ‘‘Why should this fig tree (the 
Jewish nation) encumber the ground 
since it had proved to be fruitless?” 


A Year of Grace 


But it was the beginning of the 
Acceptable Year of the Lord, so a year 
of grace was extended to the Jews, 
during which time Jesus, through His 
ministry among them, cultivated the 
fig tree as He labored so that fruit might 
be borne as the result of His personal 
efforts. During that year He pro- 
claimed many truths, performing mir- 
acles, healing the sick, restoring sight 
to the blind and making the lame 
walk. But in spite of every demon- 
stration of His Messiahship and His 
exhortations concerning the great need 
for righteousness, the Jews did not 
heed His warnings or turn from their 
evil practices. At the end of the year of 
His ministry the verdict was an- 
nounced when He addressed the Jew- 
ish nation: 

“Therefore say I unto you, The king- 
dom of God shall be taken from you, and 
given to a nation bringing forth the fruits 
thereof.” (Matt. 21: 43.)

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Christ’s Words Versus Man’s

HRisT our Lord made a very star- 
tling statement when He claimed 
that His words would outlast 

all material things: 

‘Heaven and earth shall pass away, but 
my words shall not pass away.” (Matt. 24: 
35:) 

Had He not been Divine, these 
words would have been gross pre- 
sumption. Being Divine, they must be 
true. But to which words of His did He 
refer? Was the reference to certain 
words, or to all His words? Most surely, 
to all! 

The words of men, the theories of 
men, do pass away; they are often re- 
pudiated and discarded by the next 
generation. But here our Lord claims 
an eternal continuance, a never-ending 
operation for all the words that He ut- 
tered. Not one word will fall to the 
ground, not one word will turn out 
void or useless; every one will receive 
full and abounding fulfillment. 

Is the Church ready and willing to 
accept that and all that it involves? 
Most probably many Christians would 
answer immediately, “Yes.’’ But are 
they willing to accept our Lord’s words 
about the Old Testament as words 
which will not pass away? I doubt it. 

What about these words that our 
Lord spoke: “Think not that I am 
come to destroy the law, or the proph- 
ets.” Those are the very things which 
are often suggested today as Christ’s 
mission, the superseding of the Old 
Testament, the old prophets, and the 
doing away with the old chosen people 
of God. But Christ said He did not 
come to destroy, but to fulfill: 


“For verily I say unto you, Till heaven 
and earth pass, one jot or one tittle shall 
in no wise pass from the law, till all be 
fulfilled.” (Matt. 5: 17-18.) 


Surely this ought to be sufficient 
when spoken by Him whose word is 
more stable and secure than the mate- 
rial earth on which we tread. In Luke 
24:25 Christ our Lord puts an awful 
label upon those who disbelieve the 
prophets: 

““O fools, and slow of heart to believe all 
that the prophets have spoken.” 
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If we reject the prophets and their 
prophecies, it is difficult to see how we 
can escape a like condemnation. It 
would be well to think of that fearful 
word on the lips of our Lord, which 
classes all such with the rich man to 
whom God said, ““Thou fool, this night 
thy soul shall be required of thee” 
(Luke 12: 20). There was also the fool- 
ish man who built his house upon the 
sand, and the five foolish virgins. All 
that these people had done to earn 
that terrible reproof was to disbelieve 
the prophets. 

God has definitely assured us in the 
Old Testament that His word shall 
never fail in its purpose: 


‘So shall my word be that goeth forth 
out of my mouth: it shall not return unto 
me void, but it shall accomplish that which 
I please, and it shall prosper in the thing 
whereto I sent it.” (Isa. 55: 11.) 


If we think we can bring a single 
word of God to nought by disbelieving 
it, we have made a great mistake. 
God’s words will all come true, and 
woe be to the man who stands in the 
way. 

Truth has infinite value, but where 
shall we find it? The libraries of men 
contain probably a great deal of truth, 
but, alas, also a great deal of error. 
The beliefs of one generation are 
known by the next generation to be 
gross errors. The things most relied on 
by the fathers are often rejected by the 
sons. 

Nevertheless, amid all the errors, 
amid all the prevarications, amid all 
the misunderstandings, amid all the 
intentional or unintentional twistings 
of the Word, there is such a thing as 
the truth. But may we find it? We may 
if we have a mind to. May we be cer- 
tain of it? We may if we are prepared 
to accept it when it is seen. We shall 
never find it while we sit in judgment 
on God, or ask Him to submit Himself 
and His Word to our poor human 
intelligence. 

Truth, the genuine thing, is most 
uncompromising; it is not easy to make 
a bargain with. Indeed it is impossible 
to do so, for it will be neither bribed, 
nor flattered, nor bullied. It goes its 


way remorselessly and surely to its own 
end; it runs its own course as certainly 
and as unalterably as the sun. Years 
ago they tried to burn it, but it would 
not be burned. They tried to drown it, 
but it would not be drowned. Evil men 
thought that if those who held the 
truth were burned, the truth would 
also die, but it survived the fires. 

Truth adds honor and dignity to the 
king and ennobles the peasant. It 
makes the king more kingly and it 
makes the peasant a companion for 
kings. I think it is the same thing, or a 
near relation of it, of which Solomon 
speaks under the name of “‘wisdom.” 
He said: 


“Wisdom is the principal thing; there- 
fore get wisdom: and with all thy getting, 
get understanding.” (Prov. 4: 7.) 


In another place he said, “Buy the 
truth, and sell it not” (Prov. 23: 23). 
How strange that he should say that, 
for truth cannot be bought, neither 
can it be sold. Error can, and every 
time it is bought and sold it gets bigger 
and bigger. But truth cannot. What, 
then, does he mean? He means to long 
for it, seize it, acquire it with the same 
care that you exercise when you buy 
merchandise, treasure it, make it your 
own, and never part with it, no, not 
for gold. 

A phrase of our Lord’s that drives us 
back to the Old Testament is this, 
“Thy word is truth” (John 17:17). 
This does not say it is “approximately 
true” or “approaching the truth.” 
Whatever may be the opinions of men, 
Christ’s words are most unyielding, 
showing that the absolute truth has 
been reached, has been established, 
and has been declared. 

What “‘word” does He refer to? Let 
us remember that there is no recorded 
Word of God of any Divine authority 
outside the Bible. Now where shall we 
find the truth. Many will answer, “In 
the New Testament.” But does it mean 
that? It cannot, for when those words 
were spoken, not one single word of the 
New Testament was written! 

While we glory in the New Testa- 
ment and would not depreciate in the 
slightest any of its glorious and delight-

ful words, yet let it be said emphatically 
that Christ was not referring to it. 
Therefore, the only other “Word of 
God” of which we have any knowledge 
is that of the Old Testament Scriptures 
and Christ our Lord did most em- 
phatically endorse them when He said, 
“Thy word is truth.” 

What about His followers? Are they 
prepared to follow Him in this matter? 
Admiring Him in His life, trusting Him 
in some of His teaching, are they will- 
ing to take His estimate of the Word of 
God — the Old Testament — as being 
the truth? If they are not, then are they 
among His followers or His opposers? 

Let us take, for example, all the 
wonderful Old Testament prophecies 
addressed to the House of Israel: prom- 
ises of renewal, redemption, restora- 
tion and blessing. Are they willing to 
regard those prophecies as His Word 
which is the truth? There is that sig- 
nificant but greatly neglected state- 
ment which is a part of the words of 
our Lord: 


“T am not sent but unto the lost sheep 
of the house of Israel.” (Matt. 15: 24.) 


This shows Him as fulfilling old time 
prophecies which He had declared 
could never fail. Now turn to the Old 
Testament prophecy: 

“But this shall be the covenant that I 
will make with the house of Israel; After 
those days, saith the Lord, I will put my 
law in their inward parts, and write it in 
their hearts; and will be their God, and 
they shall be my people. And they shall 
teach no more every man his neighbour, 
and every man his brother, saying, Know 
the Lord: for they shall all know me, from 
the least of them unto the greatest of them, 
saith the Lord: for I will forgive their in- 
iquity, and I will remember their sin no 
more.” (Jer. 31: 33-34.) 


For what logical reason should any 
man contend that the House of Israel 
Jesus refers to in the New Testament 
is a different people than that referred 
to in Jeremiah’s records in the Old 
Testament? To fulfill a promise or a 
prophecy with a different people than 
the people originally named is no 
fulfillment at all. Any prophecy, to 
have a fulfillment, must be fulfilled by 
the identical people named, or it is a 
fraud and a deception. 

The following prophecies, all taken 
from Jeremiah’s 31st chapter, are a 
part of the Word which Christ said 
was truth and must, therefore, be ful- 
filled in the Israel peoples: 


‘Thus saith the Lord [there is no phrase 
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more emphatic than. this}; Fhe people 
which were left of the sword found grac 


in the wilderness; even Israel. . . . Again 


I will build thee, and thou shall be built, O 
virgin of Israel. . . . He that scattered 
Israel will gather him, and keep him, as a 
shepherd doth his flock. . . . And it shall 
come to pass, that like as I have watched 
over them, to pluck up, and to break down, 
and to throw down, and to destroy, and to 
afflict; so will I watch over them, to build, 
and to plant, saith the Lord.” 


As followers of the Lord and believ- 
ers in His truthfulness, are we pre- 
pared to endorse these statements and 
in the very sense in which they were 
given to us? Jeremiah goes on: 


“If those ordinances depart from before 
me [the ordinances of heaven: the sun, 
moon and stars], saith the Lord, then the 
seed of Israel also shall cease from being 
a nation before me for ever.” (Jer. 31: 36.) 


If that is part of the Word of truth, 
then Israel is a nation in the world 
today. 


“If heaven above can be measured [it has 
not been yet, and never will be], and the 
foundations of the earth searched out be- 
neath [they have not been yet, nor ever will 
be], I will also cast off all the seed of Israel 
for all that they have done, saith the Lord.” 
(Jer. 31: 37-) 


Here is a great group of prophecies, 
which stood boldly written in the only 
Word of God our Lord read and en- 
dorsed. If we are not prepared to re- 
ceive them, we put ourselves in direct 
opposition to Him, whatever we may 
call ourselves! 

These are all passages chosen at 
random from one solitary chapter. 
There are hundreds of others, equally 
pronounced, forceful and clear. The 





THE RIGHTEOUS 


“Happy the man who never goes by the 
advice of the ungodly, who never takes the 
sinners’ road, nor joins the company of 
scoffers, but finds his joy in the Eternal’s 
law, poring over it day and night. He is like 
a tree planted by a stream, that bears fruit 
in due season, with leaves that never fade; 
whatever he does, he prospers. Not so the 
ungodly! No, they are like chaff swept 
away by the wind; when judgments come, 
the ungodly shall not stand, nor shall the 
sinful last in the community of the just. 
The Eternal cares for the life of the just, 
but the ungodly life shall perish.” (Ps. 1, 
Moffatt Trans.) 





Old Book isfult of them and they form 
part of the things which Christ came 
not to destroy, but to fulfill. If the 
Christian Church really believed our 
Lord, it would immediately alter its 
attitude toward the Old Testament. 

Christ our Lord spoke other words 
in support of the Old Testament. He 
said, ““The scripture cannot be broken” 
(John 10:35). We are taught today 
that many parts of the Old Testament 
are uncertain and untrustworthy. As to 
Daniel, we are taught that there are 
grave doubts about his book; Genesis 
is unreliable; Isaiah is the product of 
two Isaiahs; Amos the same. There is 
scarcely any part of the Old Testa- 
ment which has not been attacked.* 
One marvels at the unholy daring of 
so-called religious teachers who call in 
question that sacred Word which 
Christ so emphatically and repeatedly 
endorsed. 

Christ our Lord said, “I am the 
light of the world.” Shall I, as a Chris- 
tian, follow the theologians of today, or 
shall I follow the Light of the world? 
For he that follows Him shall not walk 
in darkness but shall have the light of 
life. There is no such promise for 
those who follow man-made theories 
and interpretations, and their deluded 
authors. 

One prominent teacher of today has 
said, “It is a pity that the Christian 
Church was ever saddled with the Old 
Testament.” Another has said, “Israel 
is now on the scrap-heap.” Another 
very prominent teacher says, “‘God has 
now no special people,” and still an- 
other, “‘Certain prophecies concerning 
Israel are now impossible of fulfill- 
ment.” 

But the Great Teacher said, “O 
fools, and slow of heart to believe all 
that the prophets have spoken!”’ It is 
manifestly impossible to disassociate 
this terrible reproof from those who 
still doubt, however prominent they 
may be. For are not all these men, as 
well as all who follow them, doubters 
of the very law and the prophets which 
our Lord so emphatically upheld? 

Whose word shall we _ believe, 
Christ’s or man’s? We must choose! 
As to His words, He leaves us in no 
doubt, and if we really wish to honor 
Him and follow Him, our course is 
clear.

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The Siege of Civilization

OM TIME TO TIME the popular 
Press revels in a spate of pros- 
perity “‘slogans.’’ On such occa- 
sions, the same old headlines appear in 
profusion: “The Corner is Turned,” 
‘Prosperity Round the Corner,” “A 
New Beginning” and “A New Age 
Dawns.” The reiteration of such 
ephemeral catch-phrases but reflects 
the disease from which the Body 
Politic suffers: political and economic 
dissolution. The vision has become 
blurred by the kaleidoscopic switching 
of pleasing patterns in the “planning”’ 
of schemes to “organize faith in Demo- 
cratic unity” or, as has been claimed, 
“to create the Kingdom of God on 
earth.”’ Yet a plan has long existed in 
the pattern of prophecy, as the Divine 
plan for world unity in Christ, pre- 
paratory to the coming of the King- 
dom of God. The pattern reveals that 
the Divine plan is shortly to come into 
operation; that, as a consequence, all 
current human “planning” is being 
thwarted; that God is utilizing the 
operations of Satanic evil in human 
“planning” to effect His thwarting 
process; and that modern civilization 
is thus being rapidly disintegrated to 
leave the earth a fit and proper place 
for the righteousness of God to enter in. 
The method and the purpose of the 
process of disintegration are specified 
in Jeremiah 31: 28-34, and in Hebrews 
10: 15-18. The stages of disintegration 
began when the League of Nations 
‘was formed and have continued after 
the function of that body had passed 
on into the United Nations organiza- 
tion. 


The Pattern of Prophecy 


The pattern of prophecy first por- 
trays for us our Economic World 
‘Order in the days of its prosperity. It is 
pictured as maintained in order, under 
money control; as owing allegiance to 
money power; and as held, more or 
less in integrity, under Divine restraint 
— with the various currencies being 
freely and equably exchanged. The 
Divine purpose of this restraining is 
that the far-flung free trade routes of 
the Economic World Order should

supply the lines of communication for 
the world-wide propagation of the 
Gospel. Once that purpose should be 
accomplished, Divine restraint was to 
be withdrawn and integrity cease to 
prevail (cf. Matt. 24: 14). Divine re- 
straint is revealed as to be withdrawn 
by A.D. 1936; for disintegration rapidly 
to be accelerated thereafter. 

Following the withdrawal of Divine 
restraint, there next are revealed the 
conditions of our own time, first in 
the economic effects of the passing of 
integrity, and then in the splitting of 
the Economic World Order into three 
contentious parts of irreconcilable fac- 
tions. These are currently recognized 
respectively as the following areas of 
economic influence: 

1) The U. S. A. dollar-controlled 

area. 

2) The British sterling-controlled 

area. 

3) The Russian rouble-controlled 

area. 

In this state, money is still the 
medium of control, but the power of 
money control has lost its former 
function. Money power now seeks to 
restore economic unity and stability by 
means of balancing loans, operating 
mainly as punitive measures. The pat- 
tern of prophecy here presents money 
power as performing “‘miracles.” ‘Thus, 
by prosperity-mongering, it moves to 
gain the allegiance of the first economic 
area. From that area, and on the 
advice of money power, loans are 
floated to flood the second economic 
area into submission, by subsequently 
compelled devaluation of its currency. 
Anomalously, before the devaluation 
of the pound sterling on September 
19th, 1949, the National Debts of the 
U. S. A. and Great Britain were 
roughly the same — approximately 
£500 per head of the respective popu- 
lations or £2,500 per average family. 
Under the implied artificial conditions 
of “borrowing” and “lending,” the 
first and second economic areas are 
compelled to become, under the advice 
and guidance of money power, armed 
citadels against the menace of the 
third economic area. The “lender’’ is 
as much a pawn in the game as the 


“borrower,” since loans in money and 
munitions are mainly intended as 
threats to intimidate the third eco- 
nomic area and compel it to quies- 
cence. 


Warring Economic Faétions 


It is to be emphasized that the pat- 
tern of prophecy represents money 
power — distinct from currencies — 
as exercizing its control upon the cur- 
rencies of the Economic World Order 
from without that order and external 
to its three economic factions. The 
Economic World Order is therefore 
portrayed symbolically as the World 
City of Prosperity, which, after the 
withdrawal of Divine restraint, be- 
comes the World City of Destruction, 
split into three parts, symbolic of the 
three economic factions warring within 
the doomed City. It is at the latter 
stage that the real tragedy for the con- 
tending factions is revealed to us. The 
doomed City is to be attacked from 
“‘without”’ by the legions of the over- 
lords of money power, the intention of 
which power is to restore the City to 
order by ruthlessly compelling the 
three factions to submit to rigorous 
monetary control through “interna- 
tional unity.”’ The pattern here pur- 
posely follows the sequence of the 
Jewish-Roman War of a.p. 66-73, but 
as applied to a later period extending 
from A.D. 1946 to A.D. 1953.* As in 
the Jewish-Roman War, the punitive 
power in the latter period is shown as 
failing in its main objectives; namely, 
the capitulation of the City undam- 
aged and the restoration of order 
within the City. The three contending 
factions in the latter period had their 
antitypes in the war of A.D. 66-73. 

Here the pattern of prophecy for the 
financial-economic war of A.D. 1946- 
1953 brings us to the year A.D. 1950. 
Fighting against the crushing pressure 
of the financial “investment,” the 
three economic factions, still fighting 
one against the other within the City, 
effect such destruction therein, and

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raise so many “nests” of bitter re- 
sistance amidst the accumulating de- 
bris of world economy, that, in the 
final assaults from without, the whole 
City is destroyed. Thus is allegorically 
portrayed the judgment which fittingly 
falls upon the unrighteous Economic 
World Order, as the consequence of 
the withdrawal of Divine restraint. 
*‘Human nature,” said Plato, “‘could 
in no wise be left with sole authority 
in the administration of all things 
human and yet not become a vessel 
filled with insolvency and injustice.” 


The True City of God 


The pattern of prophecy thereafter 
reveals the world site of the shattered 
City as being cleared and cleansed 
for the building of the true City of 
God — the Kingdom of God and His 
righteousness on the earth. Then, with 
the power of Christ in control, shall 
all men constitute a unity of righteous- 
ness in Him. That unity is to be com- 
pelled by God, after the compulsion 
of human administration, exercised 
through money power, has reduced 
civilization to chaos. The pattern, 
however, shows that the true Israel 
of God—not yet restored to the 
Promised Land—is to be made 
righteous according to the promise of 
Jeremiah 31: 28-34 above referred to, 
immediately after the symbolic world 
City has been destroyed. Thus re- 
newed, the true Israel is to stand re- 
vealed as a light of Truth in the 
darkness of chaos, awaiting the rising 
of “the Sun of righteousness” “with 
healing in his wings” (Mal. 4: 2). 

Appropriately, after unfolding his 
picture of the passing of a Christian 
civilization which had lost its spiritual 
Sun, Arnold J. Toynbee pens this 
vision of hope: 

“After ‘the City of the Sun’ has shown 
itself to have been a ‘City of Destruction,’ 
the alien light in which it was momentarily 
and bewilderingly apparalled can still be 
seen shining above the smoking ruins and 
the blood-soaked sod; and then at last this 
glory can be recognized for what it is. It 
is the celestial light that streams from the 
mansions of the City of God.’ (A Study of 
History, 1939, Vol. 6, p. 241.) 


The detailed interpretation of the 
pattern of prophecy has proceeded, 
cumulatively, over the past twenty 
years. Thus the true people of Jacob 
were shown, in 1938, in The Domina- 
tion of Babylon,* plate 2, to be under

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compulsion to “square themselves” 
with God, in circumstances which 
were to arise on and between the 
dates June 3oth, 1944, and November 
5th, 1945 (See also Miracles of His- 
tory,** 1947, pp. 164-171). When 
these dates came, the circumstances 
were made clear as those out of which 
the siege of the Economic World Order 
was to find its origin. The date, June 
goth, 1944, marked the eve of the 
Bretton Woods Conference at which 
the Bretton Woods Monetary Agree- 
ment was made; and the date, No- 
vember 5th, 1945, was that upon which 
the American Loan to Britain, on the 
basis of the Bretton Woods Monetary 
Agreement, was first officially mooted. 


The War of Money Power 


It had already been established, in 
Through World Chaos to Cosmic Christ 
(1944), page 167, that the date of the 
beginning of the war of money-power 
against the rebellious Economic World 
Order was to be July 16th, 1946, and 
that the symbolic legions of money 
power were to be assembled for the 
siege on April grd, 1950. When the 
date, July 16th, 1946, arrived, the 
American Loan Bill had been passed 
and signed by President Truman on 
the previous day, and a war of fluctu- 
ating prices in the “rigged” money 
exchanges of the world was already 
in being, to reduce, as the later ef- 
fects have proved, the value of the 
Loan to Britain. Now it had been 
previously shown, in 1944, that the 
Divine plan had arranged for the 
“miraculous” delaying of the siege for 
two years, until the deferred date, 
above given as April grd, 1950. When 
the latter date arrived, the financial 
forces appeared marshalled in array. 
The claim was then made that a “‘near 
miracle” had been effected by the first 
two years’ operation of the European 
Recovery Program in delaying the 
crisis which had threatened. 

The date, April grd, 1950, was thus 
celebrated as marking the mid-date of 
the European Recovery Program and 
the beginning of the austere second 
half of the Program. The terms of 
capitulation to the rigorous require- 
ments of the altered conditions of the 
Program, from April grd, 1950 on- 
wards, were stated. They followed 
along the internationalizing lines of 
the Bretton Woods Monetary Agree- 
ment and, as such, were announced to

the United States of America, Great 
Britain and the states of Western 
Europe. The announcement was ac- 
companied by a warning to Soviet 
Russia as to the stern measures which 
would be taken should she seek to 
hamper or ruin the carrying out of 
the Program. It was emphasized that 
the terms of capitulation demanded 
a “miracle” of co-operation to be ac- 
complished by all the participants 
acting in “international unity.” 
Already there are signs of disquiet 
among the nations to which the terms 
have been addressed. Signs of a rebel- 
lious nature characterize the attitudes 
of the strongly nationalistic states of 
Western Europe. Soviet Russia has 
rudely reacted with warlike actions 
and threats, and by speeding up her 
own program. Britain, characteristi- 
cally, is saying little for publication, 
obviously awaiting the opening out of 
channels of compromise. The United 
States of America has reacted by ques- 
tioning the need for further foreign aid. 
Thus, as is destined, will all at- 
tempts at “integration” but precipi- 
tate disintegration — the fate of Plato’s 
“vessel filled with insolvency and in- 
justice.” There is nothing that we can 
do, personally and nationally, but 
trust in God, believing in the efficacy 
of His planning. World chaos must pre- 
cede world unity in righteousness 
through Christ. According to the pat- 
tern of prophecy, it would seem that 
the supreme crisis of disintegration is 
to develop over a period of 98 days, 
from May 14th-15th to August 20th- 
21st, 1950. The implications are that 
the consequences will mature as a 
world-wide money famine. 


Yield Sovereignty to Build Safety 


Considering the almost entire lack 
of news in the popular daily papers, 
concerning the important happenings 
of the past month, the writer was be- 
ginning to wonder whether or not the 
Press was being constrained to silence. 
And by whom? Remarking upon the 
same phenomenon, the New Statesman 
and Nation (April 29, 1950), under 
the headline “So They Say... .” 
quotes one editorial as stating, “‘We 
want to please the people. Not for us 
the long, lugubrious account of dull 
and uninspiring events. .. .” Then 
the New Statesman features the contrary 
example by stating: 

*On April 14th, General Omar Bradley, 
Chairman of the U. S. Joint Chiefs of 
Staff, made a speech which the News- 
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Chronicle used as its front page lead, head- 
lined: ““Omar Bradley States the Price of 
Peace. Yield Sovereignty to Build Safety — 
Atlantic Pact Better Than Any Bombs.” 
The story itself occupied a column... .” 


The facts, chronologically, are as 
follows: 


The terms of capitulation were com- 
municated by General Marshall and Mr. 
Dean Acheson on April grd, 1950; Mr. 
Truman returned to the White House to 
arrange the sequence of business to be 
considered in relation on April 11th, 1950; 
the experts of the Western Powers met on 


April 25th, 1950, to “launch the London 
talks which the Western Powers are to 
undertake throughout the next month in 
the most comprehensive review of world 
strategy since the end of the war’’ (The 
Sunday Times, April 23, 1950); and meet- 
ings are to be held continuously from May 
8th to May 13th, 1950, in preparation for 
the important, and probably decisive 
meetings of the North-Atlantic Council, 
beginning on May 15th, 1950. 


The reader desirous of further in- 
formation on these matters is referred 
first to the summary outline in The 


Pattern of Prophecy for our Life and Times 
(1949), * and for a detailed demonstra- 
tion of that summary is referred to 
Through World Chaos to Cosmic Christ 
(1944) and Miracles of History (1947). 
These and other related works con- 
stitute the writer’s attempt to reveal 
prophecy as the science it truly is — 
indeed, as the greatest of all sciences.

Continuity of Problems 


Human problems have been the 
same all through human history — 
only the intensity has varied. Today, 
human affairs are at a low ebb and the 
greatest brains in the world are seeking 
a way of bringing order out of chaos, 
and sanity into the conduct of world 
affairs. It is still the problem of life 
with which they are concerned: how to 
sustain life, effect stability, find a 
formula for peace and, in the ultimate, 
prevent the complete self-extinction 
of the human race. Man is in the 
grip of the vicious circle — the whirl- 
pool which is whirling him round and 
round, helpless and unable to prevent 
himself from being drawn nearer and 
nearer to the center of the vortex, and 
so down to destruction. 


A New Power 


From Sinai until now the Divine 
principle has remained constant, al- 
though, since the time of the sacrifice 
of Christ, there has been available to 
man a new power.

-That 
responsibility still rests upon modern 
Israel — Celto-Saxondom. At Sinai 
the Covenant between God and Israel 
was based upon the observance by 
Israel of the details, or letter of the 
Statutes and Judgments.

greatest of them.’’ (Jer. 31: 33-34; of. Heb. 
8: 8-12.) : 

It is thus that God guarantees to 
pour out upon the Israel of today the 
enabling and enlightening power of 
the Holy Spirit so that they will be 
able to live according to the spirit of 
the Law, for “the Spirit giveth life.” 

When, therefore, Celto-Saxondom 
turns to God, there will come the 
answer to the prayer, “Thy kingdom 
come. Thy will be done in earth.”’ 
Thus will it come and in no other way.

upon them for their unfruitfulness, 
setting forth the judgment that would 
fall upon that generation (Matt. 
23: 36), Jesus said: 

“O Jerusalem, Jerusalem, thou that 
killest the prophets, and stonest them which 
are sent unto thee, how often would I 
have gathered thy children together, even 
as a hen gathereth her chickens under her 
wings, and ye would not! Behold, your 
house is left unto you desolate.’’ (Matt. 
23: 37-38.) 

Jesus thus emphasized that the end 
had come for the Jewish nation in con- 
formity with the pronouncement in 
the parable that if, at the end of a year

of grace, no fruit was found upon the 
fig tree,. its destruction would swiftly 
follow. He certified that Jewry was 
destitute of fruitfulness when He 
cursed a fig tree on another occasion: 

‘And when he saw a fig tree in the way, 
he came to it, and found nothing thereon, 
but leaves only, and said unto it, Let no 
fruit grow on thee henceforward for ever. 
And presently the fig tree withered away.” 
(Matt. 21: 19.) 


Forty years after this verdict was 
pronounced upon the Jews, Titus 
captured Jerusalem and burned the 
Temple. This was in 70 a.p. and the 
Nation of the Jews ceased to exist. The 
Jews had rejected the only One who 
could have saved them by their re- 
fusal to show forth the fruits of right- 
eousness. 

Thus, the parable sets forth three 
visitations, ending in an extention of 
grace for one more season, but with 
negative results. It is a perfect allegory 
of the history of Divine visitations, be- 
ginning and ending with the time 
periods associated with the seventy 
weeks the Angel Gabriel told Daniel 
were determined upon his people. In 
the rejection of Jesus Christ as their 
Messiah, the mission of the Jewish 
nation came to an end after a little 
over five hundred years of existence.

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War in Korea 


JUNE 25 revealed the next stage of the Soviet program for 
conquest of the Far East. Attacking without warning, 
troops from Communist-puppet North Korea launched an 
invasion of the American-backed state of South Korea. 

The Russian move was seen as part of a two-pronged 
drive toward its Asiatic objectives. The Korean invasion, 
representing the northern half of the pincers, threatens un- 
armed Japan. The likely next step would be against For- 
mosa. The southern half of the pincers is the Ho Chi Minh 
rebel regime in Indo-China. This drive threatens all 
Southeast Asia, and perhaps even India. 

Reports of the Korean war brought the United Nations 
Security Council into emergency session. Condemning 
the act of North Korea as a breach of the peace, the 
Russian-boycotted Council ordered an immediate cessa- 
tion of hostilities and withdrawal of the invading troops. 
Both orders were ignored. 

In Washington, United States officials planned to rush 
all possible arms aid to the South Koreans. 

Part of the chronological background of June 25 is 
mapped on the chart. Significantly, the date links to all 
three terminals of the 9 x 1290 cycle extending from the 
outbreak of World War I on August 1, 1914. June 25, 
1950 Came two 7 x 120 cycles after the November 28, 1945 
lunar terminal when Senator Edwin C. Johnson warned of 
approaching war with Russia. It came 2 x 666 plus two 
days after the October 30, 1946 solar date which found the 
Soviet Union attempting to trick the West with spurious 
disarmament proposals. The bottom of the chart shows the 


link between June 25, 1950 and the May 15, 1946 mean 
terminal which saw the collapse of efforts to draft World 
War II peace terms. 

Also significant is the 666 solar cycle linking June 25 
with the May 1, 1952 date which falls 2520 days solar 
after May 1, 1945. Announcement of the death of Hitler 
on the latter date marked an important step in the transi- 
tion from the Axis phase to the Russian phase of the current 
tribulation. 

June 25, 1950 is also precisely connected to the outbreak 
of World War II:

Attacks Poland Invaded 


On June 27 President Truman ordered United States 
planes and warships to the aid of South Korea. The United 
States Seventh Fleet was ordered to guard against a Com- 
munist invasion of the Island of Formosa, and stepped-up 
aid to the Philippines and Indo-China was announced. 
These steps countering the Soviet thrust came 2520 plus 
5 x 286 days after Great Britain’s September 3, 1939 
declaration of war by which the West countered the earlier 
Hitler aggression against Poland. 

The invasion of South Korea aroused deep public alarm 
over the world situation and made unmistakable the Soviet 
threat. Other moves will follow as the Russian plan un- 
folds.

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THE BOOK OF THE KINGDOM 


CHAPTER XVI 
DAVID MADE KING 


to David and anointed him king over the House of 

Judah. Afterward David was informed of what the 
men of Jabesh-gilead had done in burying Saul and he 
‘sent a message to them, commending them for the kind- 
ness they had shown toward their former king. 

Abner, the captain of Saul’s army, took Ish-bosheth, 
Saul’s son, and made him king over eleven tribes, but the 
House of Judah pledged their loyalty to David. This dis- 
tinction between the two houses is clearly marked in the 
Scriptures long before the time of the division of the King- 
dom when the House of Israel revolted from the rule of 
the House of David after Rehoboam, Solomon’s son, came 
to the throne. When Saul was seeking the life of David, 
the same distinction was made between the armies of 
_Judah and the armies of Israel. This separation between 
Israel and Judah is further emphasized in the record of 
the length of David’s reign, for the account states that he 
reigned over the House of Judah for seven years and six 
months in Hebron and afterward over all Israel for thirty- 
‘three years (II Sam. 5: 5). 


Judah and Israel 


The writers of Holy Writ never confuse Judah with 
Israel or Israel with Judah. It has remained for the modern 
‘scholar and theologian to bring about this confusion, which 
is due to their failure to analyze the evidence given in the 
records of the Scriptures. This carelessness in Biblical re- 
‘search has been responsible for much of the misunderstand- 
ing regarding the mission, place and part both Judah and 
Israel are playing in the affairs of the world today. When 
‘men expect the descendants of Judah to act as though the 
‘promises made to Israel were their inheritance, it is im- 
possible to fully understand the messages of the prophets. 
‘The story the Bible tells demonstrates that, apart from the 
restoration of the House of Israel, the strivings of men for 
happiness and an enduring peace will never be realized. 
Much has been read into the Bible which that Book does 
not teach, for the traditional doctrines of the Church and 
‘the assumption on the part of its leaders that the Jews 
represent all of Israel in the modern world is a definite 
obstacle to an understanding of the great national message 
of the Bible as addressed to God’s people Israel today. 


Civil War 


Because the men of Judah selected David to be their 
King, while Abner espoused the cause of the House of Saul 
by setting up Saul’s son Ish-bosheth as King over Israel, 
‘civil war ensued. Abner was defeated in battle and as he 
fled Asahel, a brother of Joab, captain of David’s army, 
‘followed him. Abner tried to elude him, but when he found 
he could not do so, he slew Asahel in self defense. Joab 
continued to pursue Abner, but the men of Benjamin 
rallied around Abner on the top of a hill. Abner called out 
to Joab and asked him why he continued the strife, de- 
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Prepare THE DEATH of Saul, the men of Judah came

claring that it would engender lasting bitterness between 
Judah and Israel. Joab retaliated by accusing Abner of 
having started the conflict; nevertheless, he heeded his 
advice and sounded the call to retreat. Nineteen of David’s 
men had been killed, while three hundred and eighty men 
of Israel had been slain. The account states: 


*“Now there was long war between the house of Saul and the 
house of David: but David waxed stronger and stronger, and the 
house of Saul waxed weaker and weaker.’’ (II Sam. 3: 1.) 


Abner Turns to David 


Abner was the strength of the House of Saul for he was 
a great leader. But for his military genius, the men of 
Israel would have been unable to challenge David at all. 
Though Abner had made Ish-bosheth King over Israel, 
he falsely accused Abner of a crime he had not committed, 
with the result that Abner sent a message to David offering 
to make a pact with him. He promised that he would win 
the loyalty of Israel for David. However, before David 
would consent to meet Abner, he demanded that Michal, 
Saul’s daughter, whom Saul had pledged to him as his 
wife, be restored to him. David’s insistence on the return 
of his former wife no doubt rested upon the fact that, being 
Saul’s daughter, it would help to cement the friendship 
between him and those who supported Saul’s cause in the 
present civil strife. In this he was not mistaken as future 
events proved. 

Abner communicated with the elders of Israel, inform- 
ing them God had declared that by the hand of David He 
would deliver His people from their enemies. He also 
spoke favorably of David to the men of Benjamin, with 
the result that all Israel was won over to David through 
Abner’s influence. 


Joab Slays Abner 


While this was taking place Joab, captain of David’s 
army, was at the front fighting against some of David’s 
enemies. Returning from battle with great spoils, he heard 
that Abner had paid a visit to David. Joab told the King 
that Abner was endeavoring to deceive him and learn of 
his plans. Leaving the presence of David, Joab sent mes- 
sengers after Abner, requesting him to return to Hebron. 
David knew nothing of all this, but Joab killed Abner 
because he had slain his brother Asahel, although Abner 
had been justified in doing so because it was in self defense. 
When David heard what Joab had done he was greatly 
troubled. His concern was not only because of the treachery 
practiced by Joab in slaying Abner, but because the people 
would naturally blame him. His enemies would declare 
that he had secretly ordered Abner murdered, with Joab, 
the captain of his army, carrying out his orders. This act 
of Joab placed David in a very difficult position and, be- 
cause of it, the sought-for union of Israel and Judah as one 
kingdom under David was in jeopardy. 


Joab Cursed 


David pronounced a curse upon Joab of sore affliction 
for him and his posterity because of what he had done and 
then he went into mourning for Abner. He gave orders 
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that all his army were to mourn also, while David himself 
followed the funeral bier when Abner was taken to Hebron 
to be buried. He stood weeping at the grave with all the 
people and he said of Abner: 


*“*As a man falleth before wicked men, so fellest thou.’’ (II Sam. 
3: 34-) 

Following the funeral David refused to partake of food 
the remainder of that day. He let his thoughts concerning 
Abner be known when he said: 


“Know ye not that there is a prince and a great man fallen 
this day in Israel?”’ (II Sam. 3: 38.) 


All Israel recognized by his conduct that David did not 
give orders for Abner to be slain, but that it was an act 
of vengeance on the part of Joab. David declared that Joab 
had become too much for him to handle; therefore, the 
Lord would have to reward him according to his wicked- 
ness. Evidently David was under such obligation to Joab 
in the years they had been together that it was impossible 
for him to move against him. 


Ish-bosheth Slain 


Following the death of Abner, two men, captains of 
guerilla bands in the service of Ish-bosheth, slipped into 
the palace where Ish-bosheth was taking his afternoon 
siesta and slew him, cutting off his head and taking it to 
David. David informed them that once before one had 
come to him seeking a reward by saying he had killed 
Saul and he had ordered him slain. Now they had come 
to him after treacherously slaying Ish-bosheth and they 
were even more deserving of death because they had slain 
a righteous prince. David issued the command and they 
were slain for their evil deed. 

After that all the tribes of Israel came to David at 
Hebron and reminded him that at one time he was their 
leader when Saul was King. They recalled to his mind 
the occasion when God had said: 


“*You shall shepherd my people Israel, you shall be prince over 
Israel.’’ (II Sam. 5: 2, Moffatt Trans.) 


This is the first time the Scriptures refer to the rulers 
in Israel as shepherds, the people of Israel being denoted 
as the sheep of His pasture. Later Ezekiel condemns the 
evil shepherds who lead His people astray. * Here the term 
“shepherd” is used with reference to David, from whom 
would come the Great Master Shepherd, Jesus Christ, ** 
who is the root and the offspring of David (Rev. 22: 16). 

The elders of Israel entered into a league with David 
and anointed him King over all Israel. David was thirty 
years old when he began to reign and he reigned forty 
years. Seven and a half of those forty years he reigned over 
Judah only and the remainder over all Israel and Judah. 


Jerusalem Taken 


David made a military advance against Jerusalem, for 
the Jebusites inhabited the city. However, the Jebusites 
were so certain of defending this well fortified city that 
they taunted David, telling him that the lame, blind and 
crippled could defend the city against any assault he 
might make upon it. Nevertheless, David captured the

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hill of Zion, and afterwards the stronghold itself, and he 
dwelt in the fort which he called the City of David. As 
King over all Israel David became great, for the Lord of 
Hosts was with him. 


Hiram, King of Tyre 


Hiram, King of Tyre, sent messengers to David and 
supplied him with cedar trees, carpenters and masons so: 
that a palace might be built for him. By the good fortune 
that came to him David was made fully aware that the 
Lord had established him as King over all Israel and was. 
blessing the Kingdom with prosperity. His family in- 
creased and he had many sons and daughters. 


War with the Philistines 


When the Philistines heard that David had been 
anointed King over the entire Israel Kingdom they ad- 
vanced against him in battle array. Learning of their 
approach, David went to the frontier to meet their army. 
Having inquired of the Lord, it was made clear to him 
that the Philistines would be given into his hands, so David 
attacked. The armies of Israel swept the enemy before 
them, who, in their haste to flee, abandoned their images. 
which they had taken with them into battle. These David 
and his men destroyed. 

Later the Philistines again advanced against Israel and 
this time the Lord instructed David not to make a frontal 
attack, but rather to come upon their rear in the valley 
of the mulberry trees. The Lord said: 

**And let it be, when thou hearest the sound of a going in the 
tops of the mulberry trees, that then thou shalt bestir thyself: 
for then shall the Lord go out before thee, to smite the host of the 
Philistines. And David did so, as the Lord had commanded him; 
and smote the Philistines from Geba until thou come to Gazer.” 
(II Sam. 5: 24-25.) 

In these two decisive battles David gained supremacy 
over the Philistines who had made every effort to prevent 
David from coming to full power over all Israel and Judah. 
They sensed — and rightly so — that when he had become 
established upon the Throne of Israel, he would gain full 
victory over them. All of their attempts to frustrate David 
from consolidating his military position as King in Israel 
and their complete defeat left David free to extend his 
military campaigns beyond the confines of Palestine. 


Death of Uzzah 


Gathering thirty thousand chosen men of Israel, David 
next undertook to bring the Ark of the Covenant to. 
Jerusalem. The Ark was at that time in the house of 
Abinadab and David had it placed upon a new cart al- 
though the law gave strict directions as to the way it was. 
to be transported. Through ignorance of the requirements. 
of the law David adopted the method used by the Phi- 
listines when they returned the Ark to Israel. 

The Ark was swaying upon the cart and Uzzah put out 
his hand to steady it. The account states that the anger of 
the Lord was kindled against Uzzah who fell dead as a 
result of his error in touching the Ark. 

According to the Lord’s instructions given to Moses,. 
the Ark was to be carried by the Priests on staves through. 
rings in its sides. It is very likely that the Ark itself was so 
constructed that it became a mammoth Leyden jar, 
storing up a tremendous charge of electrical energy when: 
insulated from the ground. This necessitated the placing. 
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of the Ark upon the ground before the Priests were allowed 
to withdraw the staves or touch the Ark itself. When 
David had the Ark placed upon the cart it was insulated 
from the ground and to touch it after it had been in this 
ition for a while was extremely dangerous, as the 
death of Uzzah demonstrated. David was terrified because 
of what had happened and the account states that he 
became afraid of the Lord that day and exclaimed: 


**How shall the ark of the Lord come to me?’’ (II Sam. 6: 9.) 


The Ark Brought to Jerusalem 


Because of his experience with it, David refused to take 
the Ark of the Lord to Jerusalem at that time. Instead he 
placed it in the house of Obed-edom where it remained 
for three months. Later David was informed that the 
Lord had blessed Obed-edom because of the presence of 
the Ark in his house. Then David went up to get the Ark, 
this time complying with the requirements of the law. 
The priests bore the Ark in the manner set forth in the 
instructions formerly given through Moses. 

David danced before the Ark with great enthusiasm as 
it was being carried to Jerusalem and the Ark entered 
the city of David while the people danced and sang and 
the trumpets played. Michal, Saul’s daughter, saw David 
dancing and she despised him in her heart. Afterward 
Michal told David that he had made a shameful ex- 
hibition of himself, but David replied that he was willing 
to become a spectacle for the sake of the Lord. Because 
Michal despised him, David told her she would be childless 
to the day of her death. ) 

It was David’s desire to erect a temple for the Lord 
and Nathan the Prophet told him to do whatever was in 
his heart, for the Lord was with him. But that night the 
Lord appeared to Nathan in a dream and told him first 
that he was to inform David that God had been with him 
and made his name great among the great men of the 
earth. However, he was not to build the Lord’s House. 


David’s Name Great 


History has verified the fact that the name of David 
has become great. Wherever the Bible is known or Chris- 
tianity is proclaimed, the record of David’s activities and 
his reign as King are known, even among those who do 
not accept the Bible or adhere to Christian principles. 
Also, wherever the name of Jesus Christ is made known, 
because He is of the lineage and House of David, David’s 
name is again proclaimed. Nathan told David further 
that the following message was from the Lord: 

“Moreover I will appoint a place for my people Israel, and will 
plant them, that they may dwell in a place of their own, and move 
no more; neither shall the children of wickedness afflict them any 
more, as beforetime.” (II Sam. 7:10.) 


The Appointed Place 


This prophetic statement is very important to an under- 
standing of the destiny of Israel in the latter days. The 
place to which the Lord refers cannot be Palestine, for the 
people were already dwelling there and during the years 
following David’s reign the surrounding Gentile nations 
continued to afflict Israel. However, the Lord said there 
was a place appointed, to which place Israel would move 
where they would be free from the kind of affliction they 
had endured in Palestine. 

The Jews have never resided in such a place, for their 
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history is one of continuous affliction. But the House of 
Israel has been dwelling in a place of safety for many 
centuries now where they have not been afflicted as they 
were in Palestine when at times they were dominated by a 
foreign power and even compelled to pay tribute. Along 
with the promise of an appointed place, the guarantee of 
future greatness and continued national existence in this 
new place of abode was given. 

According to the story the Bible tells the ten tribes (not 
the Jews) were to be allured into the wilderness or, as the 
Hebrew word translated “wilderness” actually means, to 
an uninhabited plain or country fit for flocks and herds — 
therefore not a desert but a land of pastures. Here in their 
new locality Israel was to find “grace” and “rest” and 
while there they were to be restored to God’s favor again: 


“Thus saith the Lord, The people which were left of the 
sword found grace in the wilderness; even Israel, when I went to 
cause him to rest.’’ (Jer. 31: 2.) 


While in the wilderness they were to be brought into the 
bond of the covenant: 


‘And I will bring you into the wilderness of the people, and 
there will I plead with you face to face. . . . And I will cause 
you to pass under the rod, and I will bring you into the bond of 
the covenant.”’ (Ez. 20: 35-37.) 


Israel a Christian People 


Thus, God’s people were to be brought under the terms 
of the “New Covenant” and Hosea’s declaration is sig- 
nificant: 


**And it shall come to pass, that in the place where it was said 
unto them, Ye are not my people, there it shall be said unto 
them, Ye are the sons of the living God.’’ (Hosea 1: 10.) 


Here we have the description of a people living under 
the blessings of Christianity, but whom the prophets de- 
clare are God’s people Israel. This is further evidence 
identifying the Anglo-Saxon-Celtic peoples as modern 
Israel in the world today, with the British Isles and the 
North American continent comprising the appointed place 
to which Nathan the Prophet referred (see “North and 
West,” Destiny for November 1947). The prophets inform 
us that Israel would spread out and inherit the desolate 
heritages of the earth and, as a Christian people, take the 
Gospel to the ends of the earth. In their new location they 
were to “do valiantly” (Num. 24: 18). 

As the story unfolds, showing the fulfillment of prophecy 
as it affects the House of Israel, the House of Judah and 
the House of David, these facts become clear, for Israel 
is residing in the appointed place today and their lands are 
the focal point for the gathering of the people in the last 
days (Gen. 49: 10).
